3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive Invoices seeking payment 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently are 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory schema typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
is followed by a moiled Invoice In- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


Tho local companies say they have 


never authorized tho ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


have paid tho invoices, but federal au- 


thorltlcs say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually'from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based in California, are engaging 
Jointly or independently In the mail 
solicitation schemes. All are under In- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of is) states. 


Four other companies also involved 


in the schemes have cither voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mail drop" front in Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company In April 
shortly before terminating its oper- 
ation In the midst of an Investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dept. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms in Des Plaines and Wheeling 


also have received deceptive invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434.

Four members of a Chicago family died In the flaming wreckage 


of their car early Monday to push Illinois traffic deaths for tho 
Labor Day weekend post last year's holiday death toll. A UPI 
count showed at least 21 persons In tho state had died in traffic 
during the holiday period. Last year, 18 persons died on Illinois 
highways. The worst holiday crash occurred In suburban May- 
wood. Authorities said a speeding castbound car skidded through* a 
stop sign, struck a southbound statlonwagon and forced it Into the 
path of a northbound car at the Intersection of 17th Avenue and 
Maywood Drive. The second Impact pushed the rear of tho station 
wagon atop the other car's hold. Tho victims, all in tho northbound 
car, were trapped and burned to death when the stationwagon's 
fuel tank exploded. The dead were Identified as Herman Campbell, 
30, Chicago, his wife Ruby, 28, and their two sons, about 4 and 5.

Friday 
and signaled many Americans' last 
chance to savor the summer of 1976.

THERE WERE 20 auto fatalities in 


Ohio, 20 in Illinois, 17 in Michigan, 16 
in Pennsylvania, 14 in New York 
State, 12 each In Kansas, Tennessee 
and Washington, 11 in Oklahoma, and 
10 each in South Carolina, South Da- 
kota, North Carolina and New Mexico. 


The count was expected to climb 


during the holiday's lost hours, when 
motorists pressed to get home in time 
to return to work today.

Americans would drive 13.1 billion 
miles during the summer's last holi- 
day — a half-billion miles more than 
over the last Labor Day weekend. 


"This increased mileage for the 


holiday means increased exposure to 
danger for the country's motorists 
and to their passengers," Council 
Pres. Vincent Tofany said. 


Kansas' toll was double that of last

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Pilot of secret MIG wants U.S. asylum 


TOYKO (UPI) - A Soviet pilot from Siberia Monday 


(tow a MIG2S, one of the world's most advanced air- 
craft, through Japan's radar screen to a provincial Ja- 
panese airport where he hopped out of the cockpit, fi- 
red a pistol Into the air and asked for asylum In the 
United Slates. 


"I wanted freedom," ho told investigators. "Restric- 


tions are heavy (In the Soviet Union)." 


Police said they first suspected Ihe Russian may have 


asked for asylum because ho was afraid to go homo. 
The pilot at first told Investigators ho brought the Mach- 
3 M1G25 down at a civil airport at Hakodate, 500 miles 
north of Tokyo, because he ran out of fuel. 


"I'm a lieutenant In the Soviet air force," the pilot 


told an Interpreter. "I want to go to the United States. 
The plane Is a MIGC5. Please cover It up and take good 
care of it." 


Sixty policemen were sent to guard the plane, which 


Is capable of speeds beyond 1,850 miles per hour and set 
an altitude record of nearly 110,000 feet. 


The Soviets reportedly have demanded return of the 


plane, which would be considered an intelligence prize 
in the West, but Japan put off a decision on what to do. 
An administration source in Washington smiled and 
said, "I Imagine we will look it over," but a State 
Department spokesman said disposition of the jet was 
"a Japanese problem." 


The MIG23, known In NATO by the codcnamc Foxbat, 


landed at 1:57 a.m. (1:57 a.m. CDT) without warning by 
radio. The unexpected arrival created near panic and 


shattered the relative calm at the small airport on Ja- 
pan's northernmost main island. 


The plane's approach was detected by radar and two 


fighters scrambled to meet it. But the Japanese pilots 
lost the Soviet jet on their radar and It landed unchal- 
lenged. 


The MIG overshot the 2,200-foot runway with a roar 


and crashed into two radar antennas. As firetrucks 
raced toward the plane, the pilot emerged and fired a 
pistol into the air, but he did not resist capture. 


A Japanese dispatch from Moscow quoted an official 


report from the Japanese foreign ministry as saying 
Japan had rejected for the time being Soviet demands 
for the return of the plane and an interview with the 
pilot by Soviet embassy personnel. 


The same report quoted the Foreign Ministry as say- 


ing the pilot identified himself as Vivtor Ivanovlch Va- 
lenkov, 29, a lieutenant in the Soviet Air Force. 


In Washington, the State Department said, "We can 


confirm the Soviet pilot has requested asylum with the 
United States. We are in contact with the government of 
Japan and the matter is under consideration." 


Police reported the Soviet flier said he took off from 


a base In Siberia. 


"He says he wants to defect, but he's been unable to 


give us any reasons," a police spokesman at Hakodate 
told Japanese newsmen.

"I am sending this airplane just to show to you that I 
believe In peace and I want peace in the Middle East," Amin said 
in on interview with the Israeli radio's English-language service.

The U. S. State Department said the 


agreement represented an acknowl- 
edgment by North Korea of its re- 
sponsibility to insure the safety of 
military personnel in the neutral zone.

Binder, a member of the team of sci- 
entists analyzing the color and black- 
and-white pictures radioed back from 
the nation's second Mars observatory.

Lebanon swept by renewed 
fighting on four 
warfronts 


'BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Re- 
newed fighting swept four warfronts 
in Lebanon Monday and resistance to 
Syrian occupation of the country's 
eastern half burst into the open with a 
general strike in the ancient city of 
Baalbek. 


Rightist and leftist guerrillas, dug 


in along a 25-mile battle line in the 
rugged mountains northeast of Beirut, 
pounded each other with mortars, ar- 
tillery and missiles for a third con- 
secutive day. 


The bitter mountain battle, which 


both sides for weeks had warned was 
coming, touched off brushfire style 
fighting in Beirut, its southern sub- 
urbs, and hot spots in north and south 
Lebanon.

A 
leftist radio broadcast also reported 
exchanges of fire between Christian 
and Moslem villages near the Israeli 
border.

• Photos of Mars taken from orbit 
show great channels, "islands" and 
other features that most scientists 
agree were clearly formed by vast 
amounts of water on the planet at 
some earlier, warmer age. But Viking 
1 found no evidence of water erosion 
at the Chryse desert 4,600 miles away 
from Viking 2. 


Binder said differences in rock 


types near Viking 2 indicate the 
spacecraft landed near the edge of 
one ancient lava flow overlapping an- 
other. If they are lava flows, the edge 
of the top flow formed a slight ob- 
struction called a scarp. 


"If you go to terrestrial lava flows 


which are generally fresher than this, 


water — if it was present — would be 
forced to move along the front of that 
scarp and you could get a little trough 
like that," he said. 


Another possible explanation for the 


trough is what geologists call pat- 
terned ground — irregular cracks la 
the surface formed by alternate freez- 
ing and melting.

Viets release names of 12 Yank MIAs 


PARIS (UPI) - Communist Viet- 


nam in what It said was a gesture of 
"good will" gave the U. S. embassy in 
Paris Monday the names of 12 Ameri- 
can pilots listed as missing in the 
Vietnam war and sold they were 
killed In action. 


They included seven U.S. Air Force 


airmen and five from the Navy. 


The Vietnamese embassy In Paris 


sent the list to the U. S. embassy and 
also Issued a press release containing 
all 12 names with rank, branch of ser- 
vice and serial number.

give any details, however, of when, 
where, or how the Americans were 
killed. 


The list ended years of agonizing 


doubts for the families of the 12 men. 
It also was certain to step up pressure 
on the Pentagon from the families of 
the other U. S. servicemen still miss- 
ing in Vietnam., " 


In Washington,-White House press 


secretary Ron Nessen said "we are 
encouraged" by the Hanoi action but 
added the United States had no plans 
to normalize relations with Vietnam 
until a complete accounting is mode 


of all American MIAs. 


Nessen said Hanoi had agreed to re- 


lease all 1,100 names, and "we don't 
have any plans of normalizing rela- • 
tlons until we receive all the names." , 
' In transmitting the list, Vietnam 
said it still seeks a reopening of nego- 
tiations with the United States on 
tracing the missing and on U. S. aid 
to repair war damage hi Vietnam. . 


In addition, Vietnam's application 


for membership In the United Nations 
is scheduled for consideration by the 
Security Council later this month. The 
United States last year twice vetoed 


applications by South and North Viet- 
nam, and Hanoi's envoy to the U. N. 
last week cited his country's efforts to 
trace the MIA's In the hope the bid 
would win U. S. approval this year. . 
. However, there has been no in- 
dication Urns far from Washington on 
how it will vote on the -application 
from unified Vietnam. - 


The Vietnam cease-fire agreement

COLLIER SAID "95 per cent of the 


operations" aro located in California 
because the West Coast time zone al- 
lows the firms to take advantage of 
low, early morning long distance tele- 
phone rates. 


"When It's 5 a.m. here (In Califor- 


nia) it Is 8 a.m. on the East Coast," 
ho said. The companies begin tele- 
phone operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of the 
60 per cent reduction In long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rates of the day, he said. 


Among the 16 firms under in- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
in Philadelphia, Boston, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Call-' 
fornla headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


in Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ON'LY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus, 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone 
numbers. 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


GlobaPs president, Burt Roberts, 


who said he is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts indicted and convicted in 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that his 14-year-old 
company has improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited nds. 


"Our strictest policy Is being ethic- 


al," said Roberts, who with William 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending Invoices to confirm pur- 
chases. 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global say telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not say they arc selling ads and only 
ask for the names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY. THEY (telephone 


solicitors) arc on long distance lines 
so they arc trying to get the informa- 
tion they need ns quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because we contact 50 com- 
panies for every one ad we sell." 


He said his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who doesn't work on some kind of 
technique?" — he said. 


He said at one time the selling 


"technique" Involved telling com- 
panies "we have two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or^the $245 quarter 
page. Which would you prefer?" 


Roberts said his directory is divided 


in three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 industries In the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said 
ads, 


which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, arc published in the last section. 


Roberts said his directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
the 8,000 copies he said were dls- 
t r I b u t e d last year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, Including one to tea Chi- 
cago Public Library.

The caller asks the secretory of the 


ABC Company if John Jones is still 
the company president. He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany Is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. Tho invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 
. "AT ONE TIME they simply sent 
out bills that looked very much like 
Invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said. 


"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a company and ask if Mr. 
Jones is still the president, how many 
employes are in the company, things 
like that. They say that was a solic- 
itation," he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


arc of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when

Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of the directory on file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and is scheduled to is- 
sue a second In mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al inspectors Interviewed him nine 
months ago but. said he has not been 
contacted since.

"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several states in which 
case every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 
' Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 
said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies in two ways, 
geogra- 


phically and alphabetically," ho said. 
"Remember that, that's Important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
Information is very valuable to people 
who can use It. We're doing a service 
to business." 


He said the busincss's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back into tho registry." 


"YOU COULD buy a nice home 


with what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000.

THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies arc made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for'as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices arc as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Hclnzc, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Hcinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing. 


"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, we 
have had throughout that time one or 
two (fraudulent invoices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now." 


hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Californian. I've 
lived in California all my life." 


The Tool and Die Institute's Dc- 


Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak of are small 
companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he'said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePinto said. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say if they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," he added. "When 
we speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved in fraud in the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DePinto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DcPinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect.payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 


1 dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well 


as the National Tool and Die Assn. 
and the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. 
have warned their membership of the 
deceptive solicitations. 


"I think our very society is breed- 


ing this," DePinto added. "Tliey get 
slapped on the mist, they close up 
and go on to someplace else with an- 
other name. They thrive on the pres- 
sure-ridden businessman."

Society calls it "white collar" crime. 
Industry calls it the rip-off of the businessman. 
Fraudulent schemes to dupe businesses into buying nonexistent 


services or commodities abound. And the game comes to some $20 
million annually, California Chief Postal Inspector Wayne Collier 
estimates. 


Federal authorities have attempted to stymie the operations 


through prosecutions for mail fraud. But the fleeting, "suitcase" 
existence of the unscrupulous entrepreneurs often makes it diffi- 
cult to thwart their operations. 


STOP THEM IN one place and more than likely they're in busi- 


ness again shortly in a new location under a new name, as in the 
case of a major prosecution pending in California. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Len Sharcnow, who will prosecute the gov- 


ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already has gone back into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial in October. 


Directory solicitation schemes in which businesses are billed for 


advertising in nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 


Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 


Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative 
action and minority hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads in so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE (fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day and say they represent a black group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano.

Variety Is the key that unlocks the secret of the Ba- 


hamas. 


With 700 Islands to choose from, tourists can find an 


attraction to match almost every whim — from basking 
on secluded white sand beaches to frenzied dancing to 
the tune of Island goombay music. Visitors may roam 
about tho Islands' historical sites by day or try their 
luck at the gaming tables at night. 


Although most visitors are from Canada and the 


United States (the dollar Is on a par with Bahamian 
currency and the islands arc located only a few miles 
southwest of Miami) the Bahamas also entertain Eu- 
ropean guests. Tho continental flavor of the islands is 
found almost everywhere — in the wares displayed by 
local shopkeepers, on tho menus in gourmet restau- 
rants, on the stages of city nightclubs and In the archi- 
tecture of island structures. 


THE HAHAMIANS themselves arc a friendly, sort. 


Last year the Ministry of Tourism initiated n friendship 
campaign called "Poople-To-Peoplo." More than BOO 
native hosts volunteer their services as guides to enter- 
tainment on tho islands. 


They Introduce visitors to Bahamian cuisine. Conch 


(pronounced "konk"), a succulent mollusk extracted 
from the ocean floor, is a staple in the Island served as 
fritters, chowder, in salads and In a number of other 
ways. Tho colorful conch shells are sold by natives and 
their Image can be found on the national coat-of-arms 
and on Bahamian bank notes. 


Those who wish to sample other foods will find Fcttu- 


clno alia Carbonara. Kobe Beef, Wor Shu Opp and Tour- 
ncdos Rossini on the menu as well as lobster and Pol- 
ynesian delicacies. 


Tho Bahamian host may also direct visitors to horse- 


drawn surreys or roomy taxis for rides through the city 
or suggest a day of sightseeing via helicopter. 


THE SHOPS LINING the city streets are filled with 


gifts and souvenirs making a shopping spree tempting. 
There are loads of straw products such as hats, hand- 
bags and dolls, and detailed wood carvings, lovely coral 
and shells. Shoppers will also find the world's finest 
perfumes, Irish linen, Japanese cameras, Swiss watch- 
es, bone china, and the finest fashions from Paris and 
Rome. Some purchases will be 40 per cent less than 
comparable costs In the U.S. • 


A night of entertainment Is sure to include the truly 


Bahamian sound of goombay 
—an unmistakable 


rhythm resulting from goatskin drums, whistles, horns, 
and shak-shaks (gourds rattling with stones). Native 
shows also mean the sound of steel drums, and the 
excitement of fire and limbo dancers. There are Las 
Vegas-type shows at the nightclubs on the islands. 


Nassau, the capital city located on New Providence 


Island, has long been considered the hub of island activ- 
ity. It is tho largest city and contains many tourist 
attractions. 


Tho "Commonwealth Antique Shop, Museum and Art 


Gallery" in Nassau Is a two-century old Loyalist man- 
sion that once catered to overflow guests from the Roy- 


al Victoria Hotel during the blockade-running days of 
the American Civil War. Occupied as a private resi- 
dence until late last year, It is the childhood home of Sir 
Walter K. Moore, once Government Leader in the Ba- 
hamas House of Assembly. 


THE MANSION, now an antique shop and museum, 


contains an enviable assortment of curios collected at 
local auctions over the years including crystal and 
chinawarc, engravings and European furniture that 
once decorated the home of British aristocrats and colo- 
nial officers at the height of the empire. 


An upper room of the mansion is reserved as a per- 


manent display case for local artists. Two large brick 
ovens and store rooms occupy the ground floor. 


Just a few miles west of mid-town Nassau is the Sea- 


floor Aquarium. Thousands of pink Bahamian conch 
shells border the paths which lead through the aqua- 
rium grounds sheltered overhead by flowering trees and 
vines. 


The main building houses a large salt water glass 


enclosed tank where a steel-helmeted diver descends 
several times a day to feed sharks and other large fish. 
Secondary tanks encircle the walls of the building offer- 
ing a glimpse of live lobsters, eels and other small 
varieties of fish. Giant turtles are on display in a wide, 
outdoor salt water pond. 


THE HIGHLIGHT OF each day at the aquarium is 


the show at the Dolphin Stadium. Several times daily 
seals and dolphins are put through their paces by train- 
ers. The climax of the show is a 20-foot leap from a pool 
by a dolphin to snare a morsel from an attendant. 


Admission to the Scafloor Aquarium is $2.50 for adults 


and $1.25 for children. 


Running a close second in popularity to Nassau is 


Frccport on the island of Grand Bahama. The "New 
Riviera," as its developers tag it, the resort complex 
has beaches, a magnificent floral pork, London double- 
decker buses, five 18-hoIe golf courses and more than SO 
tennis courts. 


But the biggest lure in Frccport Is El Casino, one of 


the plushest and most attractive gambling emporiums 
in the world. The 24-hour gaming place, located in the 
heart of Frceport, is one of the largest casinos in the 
western hemisphere. 


EL CASINO IS A European style operation like Monte 


Carlo — quieter and more sedate than Las Vegas. Men 
are required to wear jackets after 7 p.m. and women 
show off long dresses and gowns. All 139 dealers, 85 
inspectors and supervisors, and 10 shift bosses are at- 
tired in tuxedos. 


Like a sultan's palace out of the Arabian Nights, El 


Casino's exterior is dominated by towering minarets 
and a much-photographed domed entrance. The Moor- 
ish atmosphere Is repeated Inside as harem girls mean- 
der past croupiers on the main floor. A three-ton crystal 
chandelier, made In Italy for the Sheik of Kuwait, has 
been suspended over the foyer. 


Eight roulette wheels, 10 crap tables, 42 blackjack 


tables and 385 slot machines are located under a deep 


DAYS PASS LAZILY in the Out Islands of the Ba- 
hamas — a striking contrast to the fast-paced at- 


blue ceiling flecked with gold and Illuminated with 
more than 2,000 recessed pin spotlights. Covering the 
floor is a carpet styled in a reproduction of on ancient 
Persian rug. The rug, woven in sections in England, 
Italy and Germany, was assembled in an airplane 
hangar in England and shipped in 15 bales, each weigh- 
ing more than a ton. 


The casino's Kasbah Celebrity Room Is known in 


Freeport for its entertainment, a nightly Las Vegas 
styled extravaganza. There's gourmet dining in the El 
Morocco and The Oasis dining rooms. 


Adjacent to El Casino is International Bazaar, a 10- 


acre "world's fair" of shopping and dining. 


ALONG A DIFFERENT line, Frceport also Is home 


of the Rand Memorial Nature Center, featuring 100 
acres of unspoiled natural pine forest that take the vis- 
itor back to the days before huge resort developments 
transformed some of the landscape. It contains 200 spe- 
cies of birds, 400 native plants, and a 2,000 foot nature 
trail winding through the forest. The center offers 
guided nature walks each day except Monday and Tues- 
day. 


A visit to Paradise Island is sure to include a tour of 


the medieval French cloister — a sanctuary which is 
said to have been built around the 12th Century by 
monks of the Augustinian Order. The cloister, located in 
France, was dismantled and later reconstructed on 
Paradise Island by an antique restoration expert. 


The Gothic cloister is accented by a striking land- 


scape with terraces containing some of the world's 
prized art pieces such as a 12th century statue of Her- 
cules, Mephlstopheles and Faust done in white marble, 
a bronze sculpture of Venus and Cupid, and a marble 
statue of Josephine, wife of Napoleon. The descent on 
the southern side features an ancient Greek gazebo.

THE ABACOS IN THE northwest, first settled by 


Loyalist refugees fleeing from the American War of 
Independence, contain the hardy, seafaring villages of 
Hope Town, New Plymouth, Man o' War Cay and Green 
Turtle Cay which are rich in reminiscences of New 
England. 


Bimini, closest to Florida, is the sports fishing capital 


of the world where more than 50 world records have 
been set. Ernest Hemingway once made his home there 
in the sleepy settlement of Alice Town. 


Eleuthcra, the site of the first permanent settlement 


in the Bahamas founded in 1647, is now an island for 
golf, tennis and water snorts in a slightly secluded 
country-club atmosphere. 


Andros, the largest in the Bahama chain, Is rustic 


and offers some of the best scuba diving and fishing 
along the world's third largest barrier reef. 


San Salvador, where Columbus discovered the New 


World in 1492, contains the ruins of Loyalist plantations 
and the remains of Arawak Indian campsites. 


The more remote islands like Inagua and Mayaguana 


are for those who don't mind roughing it a bit and 
missing an active night life. Great Inagua, a biologists 
paradise, has one of the last remaining flocks of West 
Indian Flamingos in its vast interior marshland.

It was with a sign of relief that 


residents of the Northwest sub- 
urbs greeted the rapid contract 
settlements in five Northwest 
suburban school districts during 
the last two weeks. 


After many months of negotia- 


tions, tentative settlements were 
agreed to In Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25, Mount Prospect Dist. 
57, River Trails Dist 26, Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 and 
High School Dist. 125. 


The only districts with con- 


tracts remaining unsettled are 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23, Buf- 
falo Grove-Long Grove Dist. 96 
and High School Dist. 207. And 
with the beginning of the school 


year upon us, all three districts 
are continuing negotiations and 
arc on their way to settlements. 


T h e 
contract 
settlements 


mean that school can begin In a 
normal fashion, 
without 
dis- 


satisfied teachers, without board 
room demonstrations and with- 
out leaflets, placards and strike 
talk. 


Now that the dollar issues are 


settled, boards can continue 
with business as usual and 
teachers can get back to educa- 
tion. 


Negotiations again this year 


have been cliff hangers — and, 
in the three unsettled districts, 


still are. They point to the press- 
ing need for boards of education 
and teachers -to agree on better 
bargaining procedures, proce- 
dures that would ensure settle- 
ments well before the start of 
the school year. 


There is a need for initial 


negotiating sessions to be held 
m o n t h s before the end of 
schools, for talks to be held on a 
regular basis, and for deadlines 
to be set for negotiators to agree 
to the nuts and bolts portions of 
contracts, leaving time for mon- 
ey issues to be decided. 


We also see a need for negotia- 


tors to be realistic about han- 


dling stalemates in contract 
talks. When bargaining in Dist. 
26 broke down this summer, an 
outside mediator was called in 
and a settlement reached within 
two meetings. The experience in 
this district with mediation has 
been repeated in other districts 
in the past. Mediation — even if 
used in an advisory role — 
should be considered as an al- 
ternative when negotiators feel 
they can go no further.

Japan, Inc. unchanged by scandal 


Berry's world

TOKYO - (NBA) - After more 


than six months of headlines and 
miles of columns in the Japanese 
press, the Lockheed payoff scandal 
has at last wound down. While it last- 
ed, it offered observers a unique 
glimpse into the awesome gearbox of 
a money-churning machine called Ja- 
pan Incorporated, a conspiracy of 
elite businessmen, government bu- 
reaucrats and politicians on the take. 


These men have been running Japa- 


nese society for more than 100 years, 
keeping it the most feudal modem 
economy on Earth. To them, Lock- 
heed's payoffs were nothing special at 
all, except for the fact that the names 
of the recipients were listed In U.S. 
Senate testimony, thus making them 
slightly more difficult to hide from 
the Japanese man in the street. 


More than a score of political and 


business bigwigs in Japan are now be- 
hind bars, including airline company 
executives, trading-firm bosses and 
their cohorts in the budget office and 
transport ministry. But on a long view 
the Lockheed case has done little to 
clean up Japan. Rather it's done the 
opposite; a few haywire upstarts have 
been eliminated, the machinery of Ja- 
pan, Inc., has been greased and pol- 
ished, the batteries rechnregd for an- 
other decade or so of silent .and de- 
pendable operation (barring yet an- 
other Senate probe). 


During the climactic days of late 


July and early August, when former 
prime ministers and cabinet members 
were being carted off to jail in the 
dawn hours, the excitement was al- 
most too much to bear. A neighboring 
bouMwife gathered her children in 
front of the TV to watch events she 
was certain would be recorded history 


by the time they were In junior high 
— former prime minister Kakuci Tan- 
aka, the most popular Japanese politi- 
cal leader since the wartime heyday 
of Hldekl Tojo, was being charged 
with an actual crime — something the 
Americans didn't dare do with their 
disgraced President. This was surely 
democracy in action. 


A banker acquaintance, however, 


who caught the same show, pointed 
out that the prize carp in Tanaka's 
pond'.In'Tokyo are worth twice as 
much as he' is said to have received 
from Lockheed — several million dol- 
lars. In fact, the payoff represents a 
mere 5 per cent of the former prime 
minister's net worth. So when he 
claimed he didn't know where the 
money went, he was probably telling 
the truth. . 


He received far more money from 


the construction gang bosses he,had 
helped back in his home town in 
northern Japan, and from the export- 
ers whose deals required special per- 
mission from him when he was fi- 
nance minister. 


In the lower house of the Japanese 


parliament, the Diet, Tanaka com- 
manded 94 (out of 395) of the mem- 
bers by financing their political ca- 
reers. 


"Tanaka was good to us. He looked 


after our needs," one of his men an- 
nounced sadly the day his boss was 
locked up. "He was corrupt. Japanese 
politicians are corrupt," he admitted, 
"but he didn't get as much money as 
preceding prime ministers got from 
shady arrangements with Taiwan, 
South Korea, Philippines and In- 
donesia." 


Indeed, corruption is so rampant in 


the ruling party that it's the system 
rather than the exception. For ex- 


ample, Japan imports nearly all its 
petroleum from the Middle East, and 
It all travels by ship through the nar- 
row Malacca Straits, a waterway con- 
trolled jointly by Indonesia and Ma- 
laysia, Japanese 
petroleum com- 


panies pay political fees to those gov- 
ernments, and some of the money is 
inevitably kicked back to Japanese of- 
ficials. 


One right wing Japanese business- 


man who had been an A-class War 
Crimes suspect in 1945, controls Ja- 
pan's relations with those countries 
and allegedly distributes the kick- 
backs. He earned (legally) $170 mil- 
lion last year, all tax free because It 
was paid into his 30-odd non-profit 
charitable corporations. 


I met him not long ago, in his office 


hi downtown Tokyo. He told me he 
didn't care much for Tanaka. Rather 
he preferred the man who seems des- 
tined to succeed him, Takeo Fukuda, 
a man who knows how to obey orders. 


The lesson that Japanese politicians 


are drawing from the Lockheed case 
Is quite narrow: Be careful about tak- 
ing bribes from Lockheed in the fu- 
ture, or from other American corpo- 
rations that might spill the informa- 
tion to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission the first time their books 
are examined. 


The payoffs from Japanese com- 


panies are more dependable, and 
from Asian dictators who need Japa- 
nese help to survive. 


Even America's best friend among 


Japanese politicians is in trouble over 
his shady dealings. Former prime 
minister Nobusuke Kishi, who has 
long headed the America-Japan 
Chamber of Commerce here, is under 
a cloud of suspicion for having re- 
ceived money from Lockheed back in 
1959. 


It was reported that a Japanese 


trading firm had originally offered 
him S9 million in commissions it was 
to have received from Grumman Air- 
craft Engineering Corp. of Bethpage, 
Long Island, in exchange for his ap- 
proval of a fighter plane contractBut 
Kishi switched his allegiance to Lock-, 
heed when even more money was of- 
fered. 


Ever since he was forced to step 


down from the premiership in I960, 
Kishi has remained one of the most 


., powerful men in Japanese politics. 


His former press secretary estab- 
lished a company in Dusseldorf, Ger- 
many, which has been rumored to be 
a source of political contributions 
from Japanese companies doing busi- 
ness in Europe. 


So far, the only political group that 


has come out of the Lockheed scandal 
relatively clean has been Japan's 
Communists, who hold more than 10 
per cent of the Diet seats. Other oppo- 
sition parties (the Socialists, Demo- 
cratic Socialists and a quasi-religious 
group called Komeito) are revealed to 
have strong ties to big business and to 
the ruling party which has held power 
steadily for more than two decades. 
Most people still don't trust the Com- 
munists, however, who In some ways 
are the most Confucian of all the po- 
litical groups here. 


The outlook, then, is for more of the 


same — more money, 'more dirty 
deals, more unfair treatment of the 
public, more catering to the big power 
interests who have made Japan a pol- 
luted and disagreeable place to live 
for the average person. Lockheed has 
hurt American interests perceptibly 
but in the long run It will be forgotten, 
and business as usual will remain the 
philosophy.

Credit no longer 
hinders women 
in buying homes

NEW YORK (UPI) - Single women 


arc beginning to exercise their eco- 
nomic clout In the home buying mar- 
ket. 


In 1974, only ono out of every 35 


mortgage loan applicants was a single 
woman. The gap closed to one out of 
every 25 applicants in 1975, the same 
year the federal government passed 
laws prohibiting credit discrimination 
on the basis of sex or marital status. 


This year the ratio of single women 


applying for mortgages Is expected to 
narrow to one out of every 16 appli- 
cants, according to Jack Goss, presi- 
dent and chief executive officer of In- 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Co. in 
Boston, a private Mortgage insurer. 


"Projections for the remainder of 


this decade point to ono out of every 
10 home buyer applicants being a 
single female," says Goss. 


This sudden upsurge in mortgage 


applications by the single woman — 
primarily in the 35-and-undcr cate- 
gory — reflects an average gain of 9 
to 11 per cent in personal income for 
the 1974-76 period, the decision to ac- 
tively pursue a career and her grow- 
ing awareness of the tax advantage in 
owning a home, according to a nation- 
wide study conducted by IMIC. 


"The single woman's earning power 


today," says Goss, "as well as her 
increased interest in home ownership 
has mado her as acceptable a mort- 
gage loan candidate as is her male 
counterpart." 


But, in fact, the Federal Equal 


Credit Opportunity Act of 1975 re- 
quired mortgage lenders to guarantee 
single women the same access to 
mortgages as men with similar in- 
come and credit history. 


"Many single women applying for 


home mortgages were cither turned 
down outright or asked to provide a 
larger down payment, agree to a 
shorter loan term with higher monthly 
payments or find a male cosigner to 
guarantee the loan," says "Women: 
Where Credit is Due," a pamphlet 


prepared by the Maryland Commis- 
sion for Women and the Commerical 
Credit Corp. 


The pamphlet points out the single 


woman always found it easier to ob- 
tain smaller amounts of credit than a 
married woman before credit dis- 
crimination was eliminated. But when 
the single woman applied for a mort- 
gage, some lenders labored under the 
misconception she could not shoulder 
the financial responsibility of owning 
a home. 


Today, single women — 66 per cent 


of whom are college educated — are 
paying an average of $37,000 for a 
home, compared with $35,000 in 1975 
and $28,500 in 1970, the IMIC study 
showed1. 


"For the year 1974-1975, the income 


growth and employment stability pat- 
terns of these single women were 
equal to those exhibited by the com- 
parable mole-headed one-earner fami- 
lies," IMIC said. 


The company's single-women sales 


projections for 1977 indicate 65 per 
cent will buy condominium town- 
houses or apartments and 35 per cent 
single-family detached units. 


Although single women appear to 


prefer new residences to existing 
properties, almost 70 per cent ques- 
tioned by IMIC said they would under- 
take a renovation job If the house met 
their personal and budgetary require- 
ments.

Diabetics should cut 
fatty foods, not bread 


I have high Mood sugar, but I am not diabetic, maybe borderline: 


I have quit eating sweets, also potatoes. Should I also quit eating 
bread? 


Ono high sugar (glucose) level docs not make a diagnosis. If you 


aro overweight you should concentrate on losing fat as your main 
goal. To that end eliminating high calorie sweets is a good Idea. 


Bread is an Important part of most diets. The usual diabetic can 


eat bread. Even the diabetic, which you say you are not, has a diet 
plan that fits with his treatment. Should he require Insulin, the 
amount Is geared to his diet, whatever that may be, and his dally 
physical activity or life style. Changing any of these con upset the 
treatment program. This means that most diabetics can and do 
eat bread. You need some whole wheat bread or cereal to provide 
cereal fiber In your diet. 


You should also consider eliminating all the excess fat In your 


diet, particularly If you have a weight problem. In recent years 
diabetic specialists havo emphasized that tho type of diet needed 
for diabetics Is low In fat and cholesterol to help avoid the high 
Incidence of heart attacks and vascular disease in diabetics.

from ages 10 to IS for most girls. Five per cent do not have 
their first period until between the ages of 16 and 18 and one per 
cent between ages of 18 and 20. 


Climate, habits and hereditary factors are all Important In de- 


termining tho onset. Unless your daughter has some definite signs 
of on endocrine deficiency or Is not otherwise In good health I 
would recommend ignoring the situation until she is at least 16. 


Sometimes menstruation is delayed because of obesity or more 


often these days from excessive preoccupation about weight, asso- 
ciated with ill-advised crash and fad diets. 


Just bo suro she has a good healthy diet, avoids obesity and 


remains normally active. Nature usually docs the rest. So don't 
get upset about It and give nature a chance. 


You may be interested'to know that menstruation between the 


ages of 2 and 8, with pregnancy, has been reported occasionally In 
some apparently healthy young girls. In other instances of such 
early menstruation underlying medical problems caused the early 
menstruation.

keep cats from yard 


Dear Dorothy: Wo have a problem with cats using our bock 


yard. They've made a large circle where they have used and dug 
up tho ground. We've tried ammonia and mothballs and other 
things suggested to us, but nothing works. Heard that a nicotine 
spray keeps away dogs, but can't find It anywhere. Con you give 
any help? —Mrs. R. Wesley Schneider 


I still have scratch marks from the last time I dared Intrude into 


tho feline domain. But with help from earnest readers, here I go 
again. There are many reports of success with powdered tobacco 
and dried blood. Both ot these have to bo used with restraint 
because they're powerful fertilizers. Nicotine spray apparently 
hnjin't worked with cats. Tho best reports have coma from those 
who covered such areas with prickly rose branches and spiny 
barberry branches. Red pepper also has been suggested. Checked 
this with a kennel owner who said there wasn't any cause for 
worry that the cats would rub their eyes with the stuff — that they 
lick off anything they don't like.

Sea horses dance in courtship 


Andy wiwls the Encyclopaedia Brlt- 


annlca'i 1076 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Atmee Torraca, of Cape 
Ellxabeth, Me., for her question: 
HOW DOES A SEA HORSE REPRO- 
DUCE? 


The tiny sea horse found In the wa- 


ters off the Atlantic Coast of the 
United States Is properly introduced 
as Hippocampus hudsonlus — a name 
that Is almost as long as he is small. 
Actually the 40 or so species of sea 
horses range in size from one Inch to 
one foot in length, and they are found 
in tropical and temperate waters 
throughout tho world. 


Mother Nature really outdid herself 


when she got around to the sea horse. 
His head and arching neck look for all 
the world like a tiny, proud stallion. 
His tough bony cxoskclcton seems to 
be borrowed from the Insects, and his 
grasping tall from tho monkey clan. 
His eyes operate independently of 
each other, so while one can scan tho

water above his head, the other can 
watch below. As if this were not 
enough, tho male is equipped with a 
kangaroo-style rx>uch from which the 
little ones of the next generation are 
hatched. 


Sea horses mate in tho spring and 


summer. The courtship lasts from 24 
to 48 hours and consists mainly of an 
elaborate dance. The bride and groom 
swim around each other in delicate 
circles, sometimes coming so close to 
other they touch. Each • time 
they meet tho female transfers eggs 
from her body to a special brood 
pouch below the male's stomach. 


After transferring from 200 to 300 


eggs, the bride bids a fond farewell to 
tho groom and swims away. Papa in- 
cubates the eggs for about 45 days. 
When hatching time comes, he rocks 
back and forth in tho water con- 
tracting his pouch. With each con- 
traction tiny sea colts ore ejected into 
the water. In some species the young 


arc as tiny as a comma — others are 
almost one-quarter of 'an inch in 
length.

PLANT? 


The polnsettin plant thrives in many 


areas of the United States. Originally 
the plant came from Mexico, where it 
was discovered by Joel R. Poinsett. 
The vivid red and green shrub cap- 
tured his fancy, and he sent a cutting 
to a friend in the United States. Inter- 
ested growers cultivated the new- 
comer, and it has since become a fa- 
vorite during the Christmas season. 


The poinsettia ranges in height from 


two to 10 feot. Its tiny, Inconspicuous 
flowers are set off by showy red 
leaves that crown the top of the plant 
and resemble flower petals. These 
special leaves are usually bright red, 
but also may be white or yellowish in 


color. The poinsettia is a member of 
the spurge family — Euphorbiaceae 
— and Is related to the plants that 
give us castor oil, cassava and rub- 
ber.

British express interest 
in old American quilts 


by GREGORY JENSEN 


. The common thread of culture 
which binds the United States and 
Britain together is broad enough even 
to cover beds, to judge from a new 
London exhibition. 
• . 


"The American Quilt Tradition," 


which opened recently, matches 200 
years of American quilts against sim- 
ilar British examples. 


It's an instance of a dawning British 


awareness — something Americans 
have long known — that quilts can be 
more than homely, useful objects 
splashed with bright color. 


"Interest'in quilts began to take off 


about 10 years ago," said Sheila Bet- 
terton in the new show she organized. 
"We'thought the Bicentennial was a 
perfect occasion to bring them to the 
attention of a wider public. 


COINCIDING WITH the museum 


show, a commercial London art gal- 
lery is exhibiting the comparatively 
somber quilts made by Amlsh women 
and offering them for sale at 1BO to 
485 pounds ($288 to $875). One of the 
most expensive sold within minutes. 


In-addition, a recently published 


book gives new respectability to early 
American quilts by comparing their 
designs with "Avant garde" 20th cen- 
tury abstract art. Jean Lipman's 


Mid-week 


review 


"Provocative 
Parallels" finds re- 


markable similarities between quilt 
designs and paintings by artists like 
Victor Vasarely and Briget Riley. 


The Commonwealth Institute exhibi- 


tion, which runs through Sept. 2, 
stresses quilt patterns which are ech- 
oed on both sides of the Atlantic. 


Quilts were around for centuries, 


Mrs. Bettcrton's catalogue says, be- 
fore "the women of North America 
developed them, in ways which had 
never been known before, into a 
unique art form." 


But in doing so, the earliest Ameri- 


can needlewomen used fabric made in 
England and produced quilts much 
like English ones of the time. 


"Even after the War of Indepen- 


dence," Mrs. Betterton wrote, "Eng- 
land was the source of taste and de- 
sign for well-to-do Americans," and 
this went for quilts. 


AMERICAN 
CONDITIONS, 
how- 


ever, prompted innovations. 


American women invented the tech- 


nique of making quilts in individual 
"blocks" or squares — faster, easier 
and more economical than making a 
coverlet in one piece — because the 
high cost of textiles dictated the use 
of small scraps. 


Patterns were borrowed from Eng- 


land but also moved across the ocean 
the other way. Similar designs in Brit- 
ish and American quilts hang side by 
side in the show. 


"ONE OF THE fascinating things 


about quilts Is that every one seems 
to have a story connected to it," Mrs., 
Betterton said. "I've included some of 
these stories in tho catalogue. 


"That fan quilt, for instance, has a 


rather poignant tale." She pointed to 
a black satin quilt appliqued with 
brilliant silks, brocades and satins in 
fan patterns. 


"See the initials in the corner — 


F..B.W. Rachel Boone Wintersteen 
made this quilt in 1900 for her hope 
chest," Mrs. Betterton said. "She was 
a Quaker, and wanted to marry a 
man of another religion. 


"This was not allowed, and Rachel 


never married. So this quilt stayed in 
her hope chest and has never been 
used."

The team later met with Thomas in a 2!4-hour session In which 


they demanded that Marchibroda be rchlrcd. After the meeting, 
Jones said, "Right now, it's kind of up In the air." 


Thomas declined to talk to reporters after the meeting, but Is- 


lued n statement laying he hopei! to have the "position of head 
coach resolved by Tuesday evening." 


Jones sold Thomas and Irsay "have completely destroyed this 


team by forcing Ted Marchibroda out the week of the first league 
game. I'm not sure anyone could put this team back together after 
this arbitrary action of tho front office." 


Marchibroda resigned Sunday after a 4-H hour meeting In Mil-

In the huddle. It will bo the best play if you block right, and I'd 
rather take a chance on running a play right against a defense 
than try to put in a new play at the line." 


Pardee anticipated his quarterback might sneak the hall more 


this year than last, since he believed Ids starting guards, Revle 
Sorey and Noah 'Jackson, were much improved. 


Ho said he was "not alarmed" because tho Bears' offense has 


scored only 10 and nine points In the last two games because "I've 
been looking at the players. 


"From now on we won't be doing that. If we're down on the five 


yard line, you'll see Roland Harper and Walter Payton In there. 
Wo should have and could have scored 21 points against Washing- 
ton." 


Pardee said during the preseason games, he was pleased "with 


the development of the secondary. 


"The opponents only completed two touchdown passes in six 


games," he fold, "and Allan Kills and Virgil Livers played all the 
time and played well. Even with the glaring weakness In depth, It 
made ballplayers out of them. 


"Then I've been pleased with our linebackers. Waymond Bryant

3 area companies target of fraud scheme 


by TONl G1NNETTI 


Deceptive invoices seeking payment 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have bccn-sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently are 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory 
scheme typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
la followed by a moiled Invoice in- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories sold to be published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


hove paid the invoices, but federal au- 


thoritlcs say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based in California, are engaging 
Jointly or independently in the mail 
solicitation schemes. All arc under in-- 
vcstlgation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of 10 states. 


Four other companies also Involved 


in the schemes have either voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for .mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a

FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish- 
ing directories — some arc not, au- 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mall 
fraud statutes can be proven. 


Conviction of mail fraud carries pe- 


natles of up to five years In jail, up to 
$1,000 in fine or both for each offense. 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. 


Those efforts include the formation 


of a special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector's Office in Los An- 
geles to coordinate the investigations, 
authorities said. State'Justice depart- 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Mary- 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 


largets of the schemes locally have 


been small tool and die firms in Chi- 
cago and the west and Northwest sub* 
urbs. At least 40 incidents have been 
reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute in Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem- 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area.

The Philadelphia office terminated 


its operation earlier this year, Nich- 
olas said.

• A $245 Invoice billed June 23 to a 


Dos Plalnes company from the North 
American Register of Business & In- 
dustry, listed as a division of Global 
Marketing Services, Inc. The invoice 
falsely listed the company's purchas- 
ing agent as "approving" a quarter- 
page ad for the "1076 Bicentennial 
Edition," the company's owner said. 


• Another $245 invoice from Global 


Marketing Services billed Jan. 6 to a 
Wheeling company for a quarter-page 
ad in the "1078 Bicentennial Edition." 
The Invoice also indicated that a sec- 
retary approved the purchase, but the 
firm's owner said no purchase was 
approved. 


Federal law prohibits mailing solic- 


itations In the forms of invokes or bil- 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed item is a so- 
licitation, "not a bill, Invoice or state- 
ment of account due." 


The solicitation also must carry a 


statement that the recipient is under 
no obligation to make any payment if 
the solicitation Is not accepted. 


Thomas DePlnto, executive vice 


president of the Tool and Die In- 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mall laws. In some cases 
the Invoices even include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or Instructions to "please re- 
mit" the amount listed, he said. 


"Some of these things are com- 


pounded by the fact that some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the invoice Is 
sent and say that payment is late," he 
added. 


THE 
CALIFORNIA 
postal In- 


spector's office In September formed 
a special 10-member task force to 
study the advertising solicitation 
scheme. 


Wayne Collier, chief postal In- 


spector In Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide Investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers Into pur- 
chasing job ads In so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" Into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


havo closed cither as a direct or In- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said. 


"SOME OF THEM were dls- 


continued through civil filings," he 
said. "Others cease after just an in- 
terview (by federal authorities) with 
tho operator. Several others have 
dropped out and gone off somewhere 
to resume their business under anoth- 
er name." 


The National Business Directory, lo- 


cated in the City of Orange, Calif., 
was the target of a federal indictment 
In March, Collier said. David Roberts, 
the principal in the company, was 
convicted of mall fraud and Is await- 
ing sentencing. 


Collier and Assistant U.S. Atty. Len 


Sharenow in Los Angeles said Roberts 
is expected to testify against another 
ring of deceptive advertising solic- 
itors. Space Advertising, Inc., whose 
pmldent and five top executives were 
indicted April 29. 


The company allegedly grossed $2 


million In four years and operated un- 
der as many as 27 different business

low, early morning long distance tele- 
phone rates. 
. "When it's 5 a.m. here (In Califor- 
nia) it Is 8 a.m. on the East Coast," 
ho said. The companies begin tele- 
phone operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of the 
60 per cent reduction in long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rates of the day, he said. 


Among the 16 firms under in- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
In Philadelphia, Boston, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Cali- 
fornia headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


In Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ONLY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus, 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone 
numbers. 
' 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


Global's president, Burt Roberts, 


who said he is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts Indicted and convicted in 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that' his 1%-year-old 
company has Improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited ads. 


"Our strictest policy is being ethic- 


al," said Roberts, who with William 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending invoices to confirm pur- 
chases. 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global say telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not say they are selling ads and only 
ask for the names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY, THEY (telephone 


solicitors) are on long distance lines 
so they are trying to get the informa- 
tion they need as quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because wo contact so com- 
panies for every one ad we sell." 


He said his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who 
doesn't work on some kind of 


technique?" — he said. 


Ho said at one time the selling 


"technique" 
involved telling com- 


panies "we have two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or the $245 quarter 
page.' Which would you prefer?" 


Roberts said his directory Is divided 


In three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 Industries in the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said ads, 
which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, are published in the last section. 


Roberta said his directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
the 8,000 copies he said were dls- 
t r i b u t e d last year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, Including one to tba Chi- 
cago Public Library. 


Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of tho directory on file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and Is scheduled to is- 
sue a second In mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said he has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several states in which 
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case every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies In two ways, geogra- 
phically and alphabetically," be said. 
"Remember that, that's Important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
information is very valuable to people 
who can use It. We're doing a service 
to business." 


He said the buslness's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back Into the registry." 


"YOU 
COULD buy a nice home 


with what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the future and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Californlan. I've 
lived in California all my life." 
. The Tool and Die -Institute's De- . 
Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive, solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak of are small 
companies, with maybe. 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists' that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePlnto said. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say If they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," be added. "When 
we speak of tho millions of dollars in- 
volved in fraud in the country each 
year, this Is certainly among It." 


DePinto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going into thia." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 
dicator that they don't have a jeg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well 


as the National Tool and Die Assn. 
and the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. 
have warned their membership of the . 
deceptive solicitations. 


"I think our very society is breed- 


ing this,'" DePinto added. "TIrey get 
slapped on the wrist, they close up 
and go on to someplace else with an- 
other name. They thrive on the pres- 
sure-ridden businessman." 
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FRADULENT INVOICES like this have- bean tent to at least 
three area tool and die companies. The' Continental Buii- 
nets and Financial Directory, which Pennsylvania author- 
ities say closed early this year, was a front for a California 
operation, one of at least 16 under federal investigation.

Society calls It "white collar" crime. 
Industry calls it the rip-off of the businessman. 
Fraudulent schemes to dupe businesses into buying nonexistent 


services or commodities abound. And the game comes to some $20 
million annually, California Chief Postal Inspector Wayne Collier 
estimates. 


Federal authorities have attempted to stymie the operations 


through prosecutions for mail fraud. But the fleeting, "suitcase" 
existence of the unscrupulous entrepreneurs often makes it diffi- 
cult to thwart their operations. 


STOP THEM IN one place and more than likely they're hi busi- 


ness again shortly in a new location under a new name, as in the 
case of a major prosecution pending in California. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Len Sharenow, who will prosecute the gov- 


ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already has gone back Into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial In October. ' 


Directory solicitation schemes In which businesses are billed for 


advertising in nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 


Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 


Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative , 
action and minority hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads In so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE (fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day and say they represent a black group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano. 


"These people will say anything they can to get business," he 


added. One major oil company paid $8,000 for one such fictitious 
ad, and other companies have been bilked of more than $30,000, he 
said. 
False solicitations are a regular nemesis for businessmen, offi- 


cials say. "Let's be honest," said E. Stanley Klyber,. executive 
vice president of the Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Commerce. 
"Our 
companies get so many Invoices that they can't always ' 


check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that has been approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation. Ads in direc- 


tories are probably the most common device these people use. 


"THE SMALL businessman, this Is their real prey," he added. 


"The small businessman doesn't have an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation. 


"It's probably a multtmlllion dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 


the loss is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been taken, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't say anything." 


Solicitation 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company If John Jones is still 
the company president He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern Is typjcal of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said. 


"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a company and ask if Mr. 
Jones is still the president, how many 
employes are in the company, things 
like that. They say that was a solic- 
itation." he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


are of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they

vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 


- say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 


companies are made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 


• one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Heinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing. 


"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, we 
have had throughout that time one or 
two (fraudulent invoices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now."

3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive Invoices seeking payment 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


The directory 
scheme typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
Is followed by a mailed invoice In- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to tic published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


have paid the Invoices, but federal au- 


thorities say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based In California, are engaging 
jointly or" Independently in tho mail 
solicitation schemes. AH arc under In- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
tho U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of 1J states. 


Four other companies also Involved 


in the schemes have either voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mail drop" front In Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $169 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating its oper- 
ation in tho midst of an investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dcpt. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms in Des Flaincs and Wheeling 


also have received deceptive invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish- 
ing directories — some arc not, au- 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 


Conviction of mail fraud carries pe- 


nntles of up to five years in jail, up to 
$1,000 in fine or both for each offense. 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. • 


Those efforts Include the formation 


of a special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector's Office in Los An- 
geles to coordinate the investigations, 
authorities said. State justice depart- 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Mary- 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 


Targets of the schemes locally have 


been small tool and die firms in Chi- 
cago and the west and Northwest sub- 
urbs. At least 40 incidents have been 
'reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute In Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem- 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area. 


They include: 
• A $189 invoice billed April 26 to 


an Elk Grove Village company seek- 
ing payment for a quarter-page ad 
from the Continental Business and Fi- 
nancial Directory, Philadelphia. The 
Invoice was marked "approved" by 


the company's general manager, who 
said he never authorized the pur- 
chase. 


Bob Nicholas, an agent with the 


Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice, told 
The Herald the Continental company 
operated only a "moll drop" and.an- 
swering service at the Philadelphia 
address as a front for a parent com- 
pany with offices in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 


The Philadelphia office terminated 


its operation earlier this year, Nich- 
olas said. 


He added that his department has 


"a significant file" on the Continental 
Business company and that informa- 
tion gathered by his office is being 
.sent to the postal inspector's office in 
Los Angeles. 


• A $434.50 invoice billed June 4 to 


a Chicago company owned by Paul M. 
Helnze of Arlington Heights. The bill 


from the Executive Directory of Busi- 
ness & Industry, Los Angeles, sought 
payment for a hal-page ad and in- 
cluded a $39.50 charge "for setup and 
layout." 


The invoice was marked as being 


authorized by a company secretary, 
but Hcinze said no such approval was 
given. 


There is no telephone or address 


lifting for the Executive Directory 
company in Los Angeles. 


• A $200 Invoice billed Oct. 10 to 


Heinze's business from another Cali- 
fornia firm, Global Marketing Ser- 
vices, Inc., for a quarter-page ad, also 
marked as being approved by a secre- 
tary. 


Heinze said his firm never ordered 


an ad from the company. ' '' 


Global owner Burt Roberts denied 


his company sends.out invoices with-

Trustee Gilbert J. Monoson on 
charges of bribery and official mis- 
conduct will not begin for "at least 
three months," said a spokesman for 
Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 
Carey. 


D a v i d 
Cuprlson, 
representing 


Carey's office, said the trial will not 
be scheduled until later this year. 
Prctrial motions in the case arc ex- 
pected lo be filed today In, the Chicago 
Civic Center. 


"It's very preliminary now," Cupr- 


ison said. "A bill or particulars 
against him (Monoson) will be filed 
and his attorneys will have a chance 
to fllo motions on his behalf. It's going 
to be some time before a trial date is 
set." Thomas Foran is handling tho 


case for Monoson. 


Monoson was Indicted July 20 for al- 


legedly seeking a $10,000 loan from 
George Carpln, a Wheeling business- 
man, in return for Monoson's using 
his influence to gain a zoning vari- 
ation for Carpln. Monoson is charged 
with three counts of bribery, one 


. count of attempted bribery and four 


counts of official misconduct. 


The former Wheeling trustee plead- 


ed innocent to the charges at an Aug. 
0 arraignment. He resigned his posi- 
tion on the village board to fight the 
charges in court, he said. 


Monoson, who was elected to the 


" village board on a reform ticket after 


a 1974 village zoning scandal, faces 
three years in prison and a $10,000 
fine If convicted.

a paramedic program to Israeli 


Paramedic work spans globe

Israel may bo a long way from 


Wheeling, but lives in that.country 
may be saved because of an effort in- 
volving David Levine and village fire- 
fighters. 


Lcvinc, 20, leaves Chicago today for 


Israel after training the last two 
weeks with Wheeling paramedics to 
prepare for a year-long program that 
will introduce the paramedic system 
to Israeli doctors. 


In that time, Levine said, he and 


nine other-newly trained paramedics 
hope to provide the information neces- 
sary'to begin working paramedic pro- 
grams In Jerusalem. 


The Wheeling Fire Dept. became In- 


volved in the program, sponsored by 
the Chicago chapter of Magan David 


Adorn, when Fire Chief Bernie Koep- 
pen agreed to permit Levine, a'Jeffer- 
son Park resident, to take his final 
practical training with village para- 
medics. ' 


THE TRAINING included several 


runs with paramedics in the village's 
ambulance, with Levine at first play- 
ing a passive role watching the 
Wheeling paramedics work. 


In later runs, however, Levine said 


he took a more active position, admin- 
istering preliminary medications and 
relaying initial information about the 
patient to local hospitals. 


Levine said the village paramedics 


were "just great" throughout the 
training process and 
took 
"tre- 


mendous steps" to help him. 


"You know what to do already," he 


said of the final training, "but it's a 


matter of just doing it." 


"Doing it" may be a little different 


in Israel than in the United States, 
Levine said, because the new para- 
medics will have to start an entirely 
new program based on local needs. 


Currently, he said, only doctors are 


permitted to give injections and ma- 
jor medical treatment to patients out- 
side of hospitals. Because of the tight 
restrictions, only 2 of the 11 available 
ambulance paramedic vans in Jerusa- 
lem are functioning, he said. 


LEVINE - SAID Israeli laws will 


have to be changed if a full para- 
medic program is ever going to be 
successful. Whether the laws will be 
changed will depend on how success- 
ful the pilot program is. 


But one of the first things to be 


learned has nothing to do with medi- 


cine. Levine said he must learn Hebr- 
ew during the first three months he is 
in Israel. 


"That's the biggest barrier, al- 


though a lot of the younger Israelis 
speak English," he said. "But many 
of-the older people do not, and those 
are the ones most served by the car- 
diac units." 


The program is volunteer, with the 


sponsoring group paying only room, 
board and a few minor living ex- 
penses. Levine said he expects to pay 
about $2,000 out of his own pocket for 
the trip. 


But Levine said that the opportunity 


to help start a program that eventual- 
ly could save hundreds of lives made 
everything worth the effort. 


"I'm happy that I can be in a spot 


where I can help someone," he said.

specters havo met with him about his 
business. 


• A $245 Invoice billed Juno 23 to a 


DCS Plolncs company from the North 
American Register of Business & In- 
dustry, listed as a division of Global 
Marketing Services, Inc. The Invoice 
falsely listed the company's purchas- 
ing agent as "approving" a quarter- 
page ad for the "1976 Bicentennial 
Edition," the company's owner snld. 


• Another $245 invoice from Global 


Marketing Services billed Jan. 6 to a 
Wheeling company for a quarter-page 
ad In the "1976 Bicentennial Edition." 
The Invoice also indicated that a sec- 
retary approved the purchase, but the 
firm's owner said no purchase was 
approved. 
• Federal law prohibits mailing solic- 
itations In the forms of invoices or bil- 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed Item is a so- 
licitation, "not a bill, invoice or state- 
ment of account due." 


The solicitation also must carry a 


statement that the recipient is under 
no obligation to moke any payment if 
the solicitation is not accepted. 


Thomas DcPlnlo, executive vice 


president of the Tool and Die In- 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mall laws. In some cases 
tho Invoices even include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or Instructions to "please re- 
mit" the amount listed, he said. 


"Some of these things are com- 


pounded by the fact that some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the invoice is 
sent and say that payment Is late," he 
added. 
THE 
CALIFORNIA 
postal In- 


spector's office in September formed 
a special ID-member task force to 
study the advertising solicitation 
scheme. 


Wnyne Collier, chief postal in- 


spector in Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers Into pur- 
chasing job ads In so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" Into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


have closed cither as a direct or in- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said. 


"SOME 
OF THEM were dis- 


continued through civil filings,"'he 
said. "Others cease after just an in- 
terview (by federal authorities) with 
tho operator. Several others havo 
dropped out and gone off somewhere 
to resume their business under anoth- 
er name." 


The National Business Directory, lo- 


cated In the City of Orange, Calif., 
was the target of a federal Indictment 
In March, Collier said. David Roberts, 
the principal In the company, was 
convicted of mail fraud and is await- 
ing sentencing. 


Collier and Assistant U.S. Atty. Lcn 


Sharcnow In Los Angeles said Roberts 
Is expected to testify against another 
ring of deceptive advertising solic- 
itors, Space Advertising, Inc., whose 
president and five top executives were 
Indicted April 29. 


The company allegedly grossed $2 


million In four years and operated un- 
der as many as 27 different business

from his factory at 422 Mercantile Ct. 
shortly before 4:30 a.m. when he 
heard a car approaching rapidly from 
the rear. As ho ducked down In the 
seat of his car, Carpln said, he heard 
an explosion and his driver's side win- 
dow shattered. 


Wheeling Police Sgt. William Ral- 


ston said the shattered window has 
been sent to tho state crime lab for 
tests. 


"THERE IS NO progress indicated 


at this time," he said Monday. "We're 
waiting for crime lab reports to try to 
determine If, in fact, a firearm was 
utilized and, if so, what typo and 
make." 


Carpin's company, a manufacturer 


of metal parts used in autos, tractors 
and radios, Is the firm that requested 
a zoning variation from the Wheeling 
Village Board last June. The denial of 
that request reportedly led to the July 
29 Cook County Grand Jury in- 
dictment of Monoson. 


Monoson is charged with, four 


counts of official misconduct, three 
counts of bribery and one count of at- 
tempted bribery after allegedly ask- 
ing Carpln for a $10,000 "no collater- 
al" loan In return for using his In- 
fluence to obtain the zoning variation 
and occupancy permit sought by the 
GEC Industries. 


Monoson has since resigned from 


the village board. 


names, according to the federal in- 
dictment. 


Two other California firms, Ameri- 


can Business Assn. in Beverly Hills 
and tho United Business Register in 
San Francisco, also have discontinued 
operations, Collier said. - 


COLLIER SAID "95 per cent of the 


operations" are located in California 
because the West Coast time zone al- 
lows the firms to take advantage of 
low, early morning long distance tele- 
phone rates. 


"When It's 5 a.m. here (in Califor- 


' nia) It Is 8 a.m. on the East Coast," 


he said. The companies begin tele- 
phono operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of the 
60 per cent reduction in long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rotes of the day, he said. 


Among the 16 firms under in- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
in Philadelphia, Boston, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Cali- 
fornia headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


in Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ONLY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus, 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone 
numbers. 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


Global's president, 'Hurt Roberts, 


who said he Is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts Indicted and convicted in 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that his U4-year-old 
company has improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited ads. 


"Our strictest policy is being ethic- 


nl," said Roberts, who with William' 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending invoices to confirm pur- 
chases. 
, 
; . 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global say telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not say they are selling ads and only 
ask for tho names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY. THEY (telephone 


solicitors) arc on long distance lines 
so they are trying to get the informa- 
tion they need as quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because we contact 50 com- 
panies for every one ad we sell." 


He said his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who doesn't work on some kind of 
technique?" — he said. 


He said at one time the selling 


"technique" involved telling com- 
panies "we have two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or the $245 quarter 
page. Which would you prefer?" 


Roberts said his directory is divided 


In three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 Industries in the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. 
He said ads, 


which can be purchased by any busl- • 
ness, are published in the last section. 


Roberts said his directory sells for ' 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
the 8,000 copies he said were dis- 
t r i b u t e d lost year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, including one to tba Chi- 
cago Public Library. 


Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of the directory on file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and is scheduled to is- 
sue a second in mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said he has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several states In which 


case every time they wanted to know 
If we even published a directory," he 
sold. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was 'among the firms under In- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 
- "We are the only ones to my knowl- 
edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies in- two ways, 
geogra- 


phically and alphabetically," he said. 
"Remember that, that's important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
information is very valuable to people 
who can use it. We're doing a service 
to business." 


He said the busincss's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back into the registry." 


"YOU 
COULD buy a nice home 


with what It costs to put out our- 
registry," he said. "We utilize, the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the future and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a. Callfornian. I've 
lived in California all my life." 
.The Tool and Die Institute's De- 
Plnto said evidence his organization . 


., has seen indicates most of the decep- 


tive solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die ' 


•.companies we speak of are small 


companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em-' 
ployes," he said. ".Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 
.- 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the •, 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePlnto said. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say II they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," he added. "When 
wo speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved in fraud in the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DePlnto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the lost 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more arc 
going Into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 
dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well 


as the National Tool and Die Assn. 
and the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. 
have warned their membership of the 
deceptive solicitations. 


• "I think our very society Is breed- 
ing this," DePinto added. "Tlfey get 
slapped on the wrist, they close up 
and go on to someplace else with an- 
other name. They thrive on the pres- 
sure-ridden businessman." 
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FRADULENT INVOICES like this have been sent to at least 
three area tool and die companies. The Continental Busi- 
ness and Financial Directory, which Pennsylvania author- 
ities say closed early this year, was « front for a California 
operation, one of at laast 16 under federal investigation.

Society calls it "white collar" crime. 
Industry calls it the rip-off of the businessman. 


* Fraudulent schemes to dupe businesses into buying nonexistent 
services or commodities abound. And the game comes to some $20 
million annually, California Chief Postal Inspector Wayne Collier 
estimates. .

Federal authorities have attempted to stymie the operations 


through prosecutions for mail fraud. But the fleeting, j'suitcase" 
existence of the unscrupulous entrepreneurs often makes it diffi- 
cult to thwart their operations. 


STOP THEM IN one place and more than likely they're in busi- 


ness again shortly in a new location under a new name, as in the 
case of a major prosecution pending in California. 


'»' Assistant U.S. Atty.'Len Sharenow, who will prosecute the gov- 
•'ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already has gone back into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial in October. 


Directory solicitation schemes in which businesses are billed for 


advertising in nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 
* Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 
Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative 
action and minority hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads in so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE (fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day 'and say they represent a black'group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano. 


"These people will say anything they can to get business," he 


added. One major oil company paid $8,000 for one such fictitious 
ad, and other companies have been bilked of more than $30,000, he 
said. 


False solicitations are a regular nemesis for businessmen, offi- 


cials say. "Let's be honest," said E. Stanley Klyber, executive 
vice president of the Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Commerce. 
"Our companies get so many invoices that they can't always 
check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that has been approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation. Ads in direc- 


tories are probably tbe most common device these people use. 


"THE SMALL businessman, this is their real prey," he added. 


"The small businessman doesn't have an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation. ' 


"It's probably a multlmlllion dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 


the loss is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been taken, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't say anything." 


Solicitation 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones is still 
the company, president. He Is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an'invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directoryrThe invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 


by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


.out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said. 


"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a company and ask If Mr. 
Jones is still the president, how many 
employes are in the company, things 
like that. They say that was a solic- 
'

"Some do publish. The operations 


are of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The ' 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they learn 
they are 
under in- 


vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president, told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the' 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies are made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Heinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing. 


"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, we 
have had throughout that time one or 
two'(fraudulent indices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now." 
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3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive Invoices socking payment 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


The directory scheme typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. Tho call 
Is followed by a mailed Invoice In- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


have paid the Invoices, but federal au- 


thorities say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based In California, arc engaging 
jointly or Independently In the mail 
solicitation schemes. All are under In- 
'vcstlgatlon by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice deportments of '0 states. 


Four other companies also involved 


in the schemes have cither voluntarily 
, closed after learning of the federal In- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mall fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mall drop" front in Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating Its oper- 
ation In the midst of an investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dept. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms in Des Plaines and Wheeling 


also have received deceptive invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS .are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish- 
ing directories — some are not, au- 


' thorities say — and to determine 


whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 
\ Conviction of mail fraud carries pe- 
natles of up to five years in jail, up to 
$1,000 In fine or both for each offense. _ 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. 


Those efforts include the formation 


of a special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector's Office in Los An- 
geles to coordinate the Investigations, 
authorities said. State justice depart- 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Mary- 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 


Targets of the schemes locally have 


been small tool and die firms In Chi- 
cago and the west and Northwest sub- 
urbs. At least 40 Incidents have been 
reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute in Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem- 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area. 


They include: 
• A $189 invoice billed April 26 to 


an Elk Grove Village company seek- 
ing payment for. a quarter-page ad 
from the Continental Business and Fi- 
nancial Directory, Philadelphia. The 
invoice was marked "approved" by 


the company's general manager, who 
said he never authorized the pur- 
chase. 


Bob Nicholas, an agent with the 


Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice, told 
The Herald the Continental company 
operated only a "mall drop" and an- 
swering service at! the Philadelphia 
address as a front for a parent com- 
pany with offices in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
' 


The Philadelphia office terminated 


its operation earlier this year, Nich- 
olas said. 


He added that his department has 


"a significant file" on the Continental 
Business company and that informa- 
tion gathered by his office is being 
sent to the postal inspector's office in 
Los Angeles. 


• A $434.50 invoice billed June 4 to 


a Chicago company owned by Paul M. 
Heinze of Arlington Heights. The bill 


from the Executive Directory of Busi- 
ness & Industry, Los Angeles, sought : 
payment for a hal-page ad and in- 
cluded a $39.50 charge "for setup and - 
layout." 


The invoice was marked as being 


authorized by a company secretary, 
but Heinze said no such approval was 
given. 


There is no telephone or address 


listing for the Executive Directory, 
company in Los Angeles. 


• A $200 invoice billed Oct. 10 to 


Heinze's business from another Cali- 
fornia firm, Global Marketing Ser- 
vices, Inc., for a quarter-page ad, also 
marked as being approved by a secre- 
tary.

Heinze said his firm never ordered 


an ad from the company.

A $1.1 million purchase price was

several years ago In exchange for 
zoning requests on land surrounding 
the course. Several housing devel- 
opments are pending on the rezoned 
land. 


Larson said the course had one of 


its best seasons ever this summer. 


The committee also will discuss a 


proposal to provide advance refunding 
for the water .and sewer system bond 
issue. The refunding would replace 
the current bond Issue with a new one 
after paying all financial obligations 
of the current issue. 


Coma victim paints her way to recovery

A paint brush and canvas. 
To 23-year-old Carol Frankcl of Buf- 


falo Grove, those two items represent 
more than just an idle hobby. They 
symbolize the road back to a normal 
life and away from a frightening ex- 
perience. 


Two years ago, while a junior at 


Northern Illinois University nt De- 
Kalb, Carol fell Into a deep coma, the 
result of an undiscovered blood clot In 
her brain. 


She spent nearly three months In a 


coma following delicate brain surgery

In 
February 1974, she .began emerging 
from her sleep. 


TODAY CAROL IS without com- 


plete muscle control. But her eyes are 
on the future. 


During the long and hard rehabilita- 


tion, Carol discovered her talent. She 
Is using It to bring her life back to 
normal and to help others in the pro- 
cess. 


Earlier this summer, two years af- 


ter she left Rockford Memorial Hospi- 
tal, Carol returned with a 10-piece art 
exhibit which she put on display in the 
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hospital corridor. 


It was the result of many hours of 


work and personal turmoil, but to Ca-, 
rol, it marked a high point in the 
grueling rehabilitation. 


CAROL PAINTED the drawings 


with her left hand because she has 
little control over her right hand. Be- 
fore the coma, Carol was right hand- 
ed. 


An attractive, shy, but determined 


woman, Carol says her drawings ore 
just "fair," but others, including her 
art teacher, say they represent a 
great deal of talent. 


Sally Mason, a part-time art teach- 


er at Harper College and a neighbor 
of Carol's at the Cambridge-on-the- 
Lake apartment complex, first pre-. 
scntcd the idea of Carol using art as a 
rehabilitative tool. 


"She wanted no part of it in the be- 


ginning," Mrs. Mason said. "But 
when she started being successful at 
it, she became more enthusiastic than 
anybody else." 


Mrs. Mason said Carol's paintings 


are better than most students she 
teaches at Harper. 


She said when she started tea'chlng 


Carol two years ago, Carol had 
trouble just reaching to the canvas. 


"NOW SHE PAINTS equally as 


good as anybody I have and in some 
ways better," Mrs. Mason said., 


"She's had some breakthroughs in

• A $245 Invoice billed June 23 to a 


DCS Plalncs company from the North 
American Register of Business & In- 
dustry, listed as a division of Global 
Marketing Services, Inc. The invoice 
falsely listed the company's purchas- 
ing agent as "approving" a quarter- 
page ad for the "1076 Bicentennial 
Edition," the company's owner said. 


• Another $245 Invoice from Global 


Marketing Services billed Jan. 6 to a 
Wheeling company for a quurter-page 
ad in the "1076 Bicentennial Edition." 
The Invoice also Indicated that n sec- 
retary approved the purchase, but the 
firm's owner said no purchase was 
approved. 


Federal law prohibits mailing solic- 


itations in the forms of Invoices or bil- 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed item is a so- 
licitation, "not a bill, Invoice or state- 
ment of account due." 


The solicitation also must carry a 


statement that the recipient Is under 
no obligation to make any payment If 
the solicitation is not accepted. 


Thomas DcPlnto, executive vice 


president of the Tool and Die In- 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mail laws. In some cases 
the Invoices even include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or Instructions to "please re- 
mit" the amount listed, he said. 


"Some of these things arc com- 


pounded by the fact that' some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the Invoice is 
sent and say that payment is late," ho 
added. 


T U B 
CALIFORNIA 
postal in- 


spector's office in September formed 
a special 10-mcmbcr task force to 
study the advertising solicitation 
scheme. 


Wayne Collier, chief postal in- 


spector in Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide Investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers Into pur- 
chasing job ads In so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" Into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


hnvc closed cither as a direct or In- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said. 


"SOME OF THEM were dis- 


continued through civil filings," he 
said. "Others cease after just an In- 
terview (by federal authorities) with 
the operator. Several others have 
dropped out and gone off somewhere 
to resume their business under anoth- 
er name." 


The National Business Directory, lo- 


cated In the City of Orange, Calif., 
was the target of a federal Indictment 
In March, Collier said. David Roberts, 
tho principal in the company, was 
convicted of mall fraud and Is await- 
ing sentencing. 


Collier and Assistant U.S. Atty. Lcn 


Sharenow In Los Angeles said Roberts 
is expected to testify against another 
ring of deceptive advertising solic- 
itors, Space Advertising, Inc., whose 
president and five top executives were 
Indicted April 29.

nia) it is 8 a.m. on the East Coast," 
he said. The companies begin tele- 
phone operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of- the 
60 per cent reduction in long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rates of the day, he said. 


Among tho 16 firms under In- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
in Philadelphia, Boston, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Cali- 
fornia headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


in Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ONLY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus,' 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone' 
numbers. 
, 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


Global's president, Hurt Roberts, 


who said he Is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts Indicted and convicted in 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that his 1 ^-year-old 
company has improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited a'ds. 


"Our strictest policy Is being ethic- 


al." said Roberta, who with William 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending invoices to confirm pur- 
chases. 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global soy telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not. say they arc selling ads and only 
ask for the names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY, THEY (telephone 


solicitors) arc on long distance lines 
so they are trying to get the informa- 
tion they need as quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because we contact 50 com- 
panies for every one ad we sell." 


He said his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who 
doesn't work on some kind of 


technique?" — he said. 


He said at one time the selling 


"technique" 
involved telling com- 


panies "we have two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or tho $245 quarter 
page. Which would you prefer?" 


Roberta said'his directory is divided 


In three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 Industries in the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said ads, 
which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, are published in the last section. 


Roberts said hlj directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000. of 
the 8,000 copies ho said were dis- 
t r I b u t e d lost year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, Including one to tha Chi- 
cago Public Library. 


Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of the directory on file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and Is scheduled to Is- 
sue a second in mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al Inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said ho has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several states In which 


case every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global' 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employe!) 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory., 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies- in two' ways, 
geogra- 


phically and alphabetically," he said. 
"Remember that, that's important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
Information is very valuable to people 
who can use it. We're doing a service 
to business." 
, 


He said the buslness's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back into the registry." 


"YOU 
COULD buy a nice home 


with what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the future and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Californian. I've 
lived in California all my life." 


The Tool and Die Institute's DC- 


> Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive solicitations are aimed at small • 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak -of are small 
companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePlnto sold. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say if they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," he added. "When 
we speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved in fraud in the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DePinto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good In- 
dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well 


as the National Tool and Die Assn. 
and the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. 
have warned their membership of the . 
deceptive solicitations. 


"I think our very society is breed- 


ing this," DePinto added. "Tltey get 
slapped on the wrist, they close up 
and go on to someplace else with an- 
other name. They thrive on the pres- 
sure-ridden businessman." 
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FRADULENT INVOICES like this have been sent to at least 
three area tool and die companias. Tha Continental Busi- 
ness and Financial Directory, which Pennsylvania author- 
ities say closed early this year, was a front for a California 
operation, one of at least 16 under federal investigation. 
'$20 million annually 
lost through fraud' 


Society calls it "white collar" crime. 
Industry calls it the rip-off of the businessman. 
Fraudulent schemes to dupe businesses into buying nonexistent 


services or commodities abound. And the game comes to some $20 
million annually, California Chief Postal Inspector Wayne Collier 
estimates. 


Federal authorities have attempted to stymie the operations 


through prosecutions for moil fraud. But the fleeting, "suitcase" 
existence of the unscrupulous entrepreneurs often makes It diffi- 
cult to thwart their operations. 


STOP THEM IN one place and more than likely they're In busi- 


ness again shortly in a new location under a new name, as in the 
case of a major prosecution pending in California. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Len Sharenow, who will prosecute the gov- 


ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already has gone back into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial in October. 


Directory solicitation schemes in which businesses are billed for 


advertising In nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 


Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 


Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative 
action and minority .hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads in so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE '(fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day and say they represent a black group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano. 


"These people will say anything they can to get business," he 


added. One major oil company paid $8,000 for one such fictitious 
ad, and other companies have been bilked of more than $30,000, he 
said. 


False solicitations are a regular nemesis for businessmen, offi- 


cials say. "Let's be honest," said E. Stanley Klyber, executive 
vice president of the Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Commerce. 
"Our companies get so many invoices that they can't always 
check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that has bee.n approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation. Ads In direc- 


tories are probably the most common device these people use. 


"THE SMALL businessman, this is their real prey," he added. 


"The small businessman doesn't have an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation. 


"It's probably a multlmllllon dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 


the loss is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been taken, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't soy anything." 


Solicitation, 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones is still 
the company president. He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said.

"Now 
they simply make a phone 
j 


call to a company and ask if Mr. 
} 


Jones is still the president,'how many 
employes arc in the company, things 
like that. They say that was a solic- 
itation," he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


are of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they 
learn they are 
under In- 


vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"Thev depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies are made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. • 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Heinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing.

"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, we 
have had throughout that time one or 
two (fraudulent invoices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now." 
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3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive invoices seeking payment 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent lo 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory scheme typically 


starts with a telephone inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
Is followed by a mailed invoice in- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 
/ Tho local companies say they have •< 
never authorized the ad purchases nor 
ha\c they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


have paid the invoices, but federal au- 


thorltlcs say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least IB firms, most of them 


based in California, arc engaging 
Jointly or independently in the mall 
solicitation schemes. All arc under in- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dcpt., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of' J states. 


Four other companies also involved 


In the schemes have cither voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mall drop" front In Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating its oper- 
ation In the midst of an investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dcpt. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms in DCS Plaines and Wheeling 


also hove received deceptive Invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish- 
ing directories — some are not, au- 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 


Conviction of mail fraud carries pe- 


naties of up to five years in jail, up to 
$1,000 in fine or both for each offense. 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. 


Those efforts Include the formation 


of a special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector's office in "Los An- 
geles to coordinate the investigations, 
authorities said. State justice depart- 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Mary- 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 


Targets of the schemes locally have 


been small tool and die firms in Chi- 
cago and the west and Northwest sub- 
urbs. At least 40 incidents have been 
reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute in Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem- 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area. 
• They include: 


• A $189 invoice billed April 26 to 


an Elk Grove Village company seek- 
ing payment for a quarter-page ad 
from the Continental Business and Fi- 
nancial Directory, Philadelphia. The 
invoice was marked "approved" by 


the company's general manager, who 
said he never authorized the pur- 
chase. 


Bob Nicholas, an agent with the 


Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice, told 
The Herald the Continental company 
operated only a "mail drop" and an- 
swering service at the Philadelphia 
address as a front for a parent com- 
pany with offices in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 


The Philadelphia office terminated 


its operation earlier this year, Nich- 
olas said. 


He added that his department has 


"a significant file" on the Continental 
Business company and that informa- 
tion gathered by his office is being 
sent to the postal inspector's office in 
Los Angeles. 


• A $434 50 invoice billed June 4 to 


a Chicago company owned by Paul M. 
Heinze of Arlington Heights. The bill

listing for the Executive Directory 
company in Los Angeles.

Heinze's business from another Cali- 
fornia firm, Global Marketing Ser- 
vices, Inc., for a quarter-page ad, also 
marked as being approved by a secre- 
tary. 


Heinze said his firm never ordered 


an ad from the company. 


Global owner Burt Roberts denied 


his company sends out invoices with-

flooded with requests for its "I'm 
OK" signs for the elderly. 


Tho free letter-sized signs arc dis- 


played In a window and removed at 
pre-arranged times so that a neighbor 
can tell at a glance whether the senior 
citizen occupant is all right. 


However, the company, DeKovcn 


Drug Co., 1401 Estcs Avc., says it will 
be unable to handle the requests If 
they continue to grow. The firm is 


asking municipalities to adopt the pro- 
gram and print their own signs. 


"THIS IS A SIMPLE but effective 


system of communication and protec- 
tion with just a little neighborly 
help," said Larry Barenbaum, head of 
DcKoven's senior citizen HELP pro- 
gram. "It allows contact without in- 
vasion of privacy." 


Barenbaum said one southsldc com- 


munity, Midlothian, already has be- 
gun distributing its own signs. Midlo- 
thian's elderly also register with the 
police so that knowledge of medical 
problems and a physician's name are 
available. 


Judith Johnson, 746 Gloucester Dr., 


Elk Grove Village, heard about the 
Chicago incident and the DeKoven 
signs. "I want to organize a bunch of 
Elk Grovo citizens to get this all over 
the village," she said, adding that 
anyone interested In helping should 
call her at 439-7524. 


One of Mrs. Johnson's primary tar- 


gets is the Village Grove senior citi- 
zen apartments, with its approximate- 
ly 300 residents. She has discussed the 
idea with the apartments' manage- 
ment and has been told the residents 
will be surveyed on their interest in 
the signs.

"It's 
an alternative to nursing 


homes with two major benefits. Fi- 
nancially it will be about one-third the 
cost of a residential care center, and 
it eliminates what I call the 'guilt fac- 
tor* of people feeling bad about put- 
ting their parents or relatives in 
homes," Spicer said. 


The center would operate from 7 


a.m. to about 5 p.m. weekdays and 
accommodate a maximum of about 30 
persons. Cost of the core would be $15 
per day or $300 per month. 


The center will be divided into sev- 


en rooms with areas for crafts, res- 
ting, card playing, reading and watch- 
ing television. 


Spicer said there will be no age re- 


strictions for membership at the facil- 
ity, although most will probably be se- 
nior citizens. Activities will be struc- 
tured according to each person's 
physical needs.

DCS Plalncs company from the North 
American Register of Business & In- 
dustry, listed as a division of Global 
Marketing Services, Inc. The invoice 
falsely listed the company's purchas- 
ing agent as "approving" a quarter- 
page ad for tho "1B76 Bicentennial 
Edition," the company's owner said. 


• Another $245 Invoice from Global 


Marketing Services billed Jan. 0 to a 
Wheeling company for a quarter-page 
ad In the "1976 Bicentennial Edition." 
The Invoice also Indicated that a sec- 
retary approved the purchase, but tho 
firm's owner said no purchase was 
approved. 


Federal law prohibits mailing solic- 


itations In the forms of Invoices or bil- 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed item Is a so- 
licitation, "not a bill, invoice or state- 
ment of account due." 


Tho solicitation also must carry a 


statement that the recipient Is under 
no obligation to make any payment if 
tho solicitation is not accepted. 


Thomas DcPlnto, executive vice 


president of the Tool and Die In- 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mall laws. In some cases 
the Invoices even Include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or Instructions to "please re- 
mit" the amount listed, he said. 


"Some of these things arc com- 


pounded by the fact that some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the Invoice is 
sent and say that payment Is late," he 
added. 
THE 
CALIFORNIA 
postal 
in- 


spector's office in September formed 
a special ID-member task force to 
study tho advertising solicitation 
scheme. 


Wayne Collier, chief postal In- 


spector In Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers into pur- 
chasing Job ads In so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" Into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


have closed cither as a direct or in- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said. 


"SOME 
OF THEM were dis- 


continued through civil filings," he 
said. "Others cease after just an In- 
terview (by federal authorities) with 
tho operator. Several others have 
dropped out and gone off somewhere 
to resume their business under anoth- 
er name." 


The National Business Directory, lo- 


colcd In tho City of Orange, Calif., 
was the target of a federal indictment 
In March, Collier said. David Roberts, 
the principal In tho company, was 
convicted of mall fraud and is await- 
ing sentencing.

Sharcnow In Los Angeles said Roberts 
U expected to testify against another 
ring of deceptive advertising solic- 
itors, Space Advertising, Inc., whose 
president and five top executives were 
Indicted April 29.

The companies begin tele- 
phone operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of the 
60 per cent reduction In long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rates of the day, he said. " 


Among the 16 firms under in- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
In Philadelphia, Boston, and Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Cali- 
fornia headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


In Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ONLY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus, 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone 
numbers. 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


Global's president, Burt Roberts, 


who said ho is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts indicted and convicted In 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that his 1 ^-year-old 
company has improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited ads. 


"Our strictest policy Is being ethic- 


a!." said Roberts, who with William 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending invoices to confirm pur- 
.chases. 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global say telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not soy they are selling nds and only 
ask for the names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY, THEY (telephone 


solicitors) are on long distance lines 
so they are trying to get the informa- 
tion they need as quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because we contact SO com- 
panies for every one ad we soli." 


He sold his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who doesn't work on some kind of 
technique?" — he said. 


He said at one time the selling 


"technique" 
involved telling com- 


panies "we have two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or tho $245 quarter 
page. Which would you prefer?" 


Roberts said his directory is divided 


in three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 Industries in the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said ads, 
which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, are published in the last section. 


Roberts said his directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
tho 8,000 copies he said were dis- 
t r i b u t c d last year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, Including one to tba Chi- 
cago Public Library. 


Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of the directory 6n file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and Is scheduled to Is- 
sue a second In mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said he has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several, states in which 
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case every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 
v 
Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies in two ways, 
geogra- 


phically and alphabetically," he said. 
"Remember that, that's Important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the,largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
information is very valuable to people 
who can use it. We're doing a service 
to business." 


He said the business's Income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back Into the registry." 


"YOU 
COULD buy a nice home 


with what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the futur^ and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Callfornlan. I've 
lived in California all my life." 


The Tool and Die Institute's De- 


Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak of are small 
companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePlnto said. - 


"I WOULD' SAY that most would 


say if they got one out of ten (to pay) 


• they're doing well," he added. "When 
we speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved In fraud In the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DePlnto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going Into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. Ho added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 
dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well

, Assistant U.S. Atty. Len Sharenow, who will prosecute the gov- 
ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already, has gone back into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial in October. 


Directory solicitation schemes in which businesses are billed for 


advertising in nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 


Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 


Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative 
action and minority hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads in so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE (fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day and say they represent a black group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano. 


"These people will say anything they can to get business," he 


added. One major oil company paid $8,000 for one such fictitious 
ad, and other companies have been bilked of more than $30,000, he 
said. 


False solicitations are a regular nemesis for businessmen, offi- 


cials say. "Let's be honest," said E. Stanley Klyber, executive 
vice president of the Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Commerce. 
"Our companies get so many invoices that they can't always 
check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that has been approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation. Ads in direc- 


tories are probably the most common device these people use. 


"THE SMALL businessman, this is their real prey," he added. 


"The small businessman doesn't have an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation. 
- "It's probably a multimillion dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 
the loss is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been taken, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't say anything." 


Solicitation 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones is still 
the company president. He Is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice Is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said.

"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a 'company and ask if Mr.

Jones is still the president, how many 
employes are in the company, things 
like that. They say that was a solic- 
itation," he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


are of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they leam they are 
under in- 


vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies arc made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Heinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing. 


"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, we 
have had throughout that time one or 
two (fraudulent invoices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now."

Deceptive Invoices seeking payment 


(or advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories havo been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com* 
panics, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide schema 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory 
scheme typically 


starts with a telephone inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
is followed by a mailed Invoice In- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
havo they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published.

which seek to bilk employers into pur- • 
chasing job ads in so-called "minority 
publications."

COLLIER SAID "95 per cent of the 


operations" are located in California 
because the West Coast time zone al- 
lows the firms to take advantage of 
low, early morning long distance tele- 
phone rates.

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Solicitation by phone-key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones Is still 
the company president. He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under Investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said. 


"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a company and ask if Mr. 
Jones is still the president, how many 
employes are in the company, things 


like that. They say that was a solic- 
itation," he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


are of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they learn they are 
under in- 


vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone ca'!^ to unsuspecting 
companies arc made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


al inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said he has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had 
correspondence with various bodies of 
authorities in several states in which 
case every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies in two ways, geogra- 
phically and alphabetically," he said. 
"Remember that, that's Important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
information is very valuable to people 
who can use it. We're doing a service 
to business." 


He said the business's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back Into the registry." 


"YOU COULD buy a nice home 


with 'what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the future and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown Into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Californian. I've 
lived in California all my life." 


The Tool and Die Institute's De- 


Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak of are small 
companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePinto said. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say if they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," he added. "When 
we speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved in fraud in the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DePinto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 
dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on."

3 area companies target of fraud scheme 


by TONI GINNBTTI . 


Deceptive Invoices seeking payhiont 


for advertising in apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory scheme typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
Is followed by a mailed Invoice In- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OF TUG local companies 


have paid the invoices, but federal au- 


0°0 


thoritles say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually.from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based In California, arc engaging 
Jointly or independently In the mail 
solicitation schemes. All arc under in- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
(he justice departments of 'd states. 


Four other companies also Involved 


in the schemes have cither voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal In- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mall drop" front In Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating its oper- 
ation in the midst of an investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dept. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms In Des.Plaines.and Wheeling 


also have received deceptive invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 


FEDERAL 1NVESTIGATOBS are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies arc in fact publish- 
ing directories — some are not, au- 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 


Conviction of mail fraud carries pe- 


natics of up to five years in jail, up to 
$1,000 In fine or both for each offense. 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
Increasing reports within the last 12 


• months of fraudulent solicitations. 


Those efforts include the formation 


of a 'special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector's Office in Los An- 
geles to coordinate the investigations, 
authorities said. State justice depart- 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri. Mary-, 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 


Targets of the schemes locally have 


been small tool and die firms in Chi- 
cago and the west and Northwest sub- 
urbs. At least 40 incidents have been 
reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute in Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem- 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area. 


They Include: 
• A $189 invoice billed April 26 to 


an Elk Grove Village company seek- 
ing payment for a quarter-page ad 
from the Continental Business and Fi- 
nancial Directory, Philadelphia. The 
invoice was marked "approved" by 


the company's general manager, who 
said he never authorized the pur- 
chase.

Bob Nicholas, an agent with the 


Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice, told 
The Herald the Continental company 
operated only a "mail drop" and an- 
swering service at the Philadelphia 
address as a front for a parent com- 
pany with offices In San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 


The Philadelphia office terminated 


its operation earlier this year, Nich- 
olas said. 


He added that his department has 


"a significant file" on the Continental 
Business company and that informa- 
tion gathered by his office is being 
sent to the postal inspector's office in 
Los Angeles. 


• A $434.50 invoice billed June 4 to 


a Chicago company owned by Paul M. 
Heinze of Arlington Heights. The bill

given. 


There is no telephone or address 


listing for the Executive Directory 
company in Los Angeles. 


• A $200 invoice billed Oct. 10 to 


Helnze's business from another Cali- 
fornia firm, Global Marketing Ser- 
vices, Inc., for a quarter-page ad, also 
marked as being approved by a secre- 
tary. 


Heinze said his firm never ordered 


an ad from the company. 


Global owner Burt Roberts denied 


his company sends out Invoices witb-

set to open soon

James and Shirley Splccr arc turn- 


ing the tables on the day-care busi- 
ness. 


Borrowing from their experience 


with young people, the Spiccrs, who 
operate the Cnmclot Care Center In 
Palatine Township, plan to open a day 
care facility for senior citizens, a cen- 
ter they believe will provide an al- 
ternative to a permanent residential 
nursing home. 


The opening dale for the facility, to 


be called Club Wellington, at 1033 
First Avc., DCS Plaincs, has not been 
set, but the Spiccrs said they arc aim- 
Ing for Sept. 15. 


Dr. Splccr said the center is mod- 


eled after day-care centers for pre- 
schoolers. "The idea Is that there are 
many older people who are not appro- 
priate cither physically or emotionally 
for a nursing home but the family 
circumstances make it difficult to 
have them at home all day long," he 
said. 


WHAT DR. SPICER and his wife 


have been planning for about a year 
Is a facility where older persons can 
go during the day for a home environ-' 
mcnt and companionship.

cost of a residential care center, and 
it eliminates what I call the 'guilt fac- 
tor' of people feeling bad about put- 
ting their parents or relatives in 
homes," Spiccr said. 


The center would operate from 7 


a.m. to about 5 p.m. weekdays and 
accommodate a maximum of about 30 
persons. Cost of the care would be $15 
per day or $300 per month. 


The center will be divided into sev- 


en rooms with areas for crafts, res- 
ting, cord playing, reading and watch- 
ing television. 


Splcer said there will be no age re- 


strictions for membership at the facil- 
ity, although most will probably be se- 
nior citizens. Activities will be struc- 
tured according to each person's 
physical needs. 


SPICER ADDED THAT few people 


probably will be denied acceptance, 
although some type of screening 
procedure will be used because of the 
limited number that can be accom- 
modated. 


"We want to talk to both the family 


and the older person," Splccr said, 
"because the person has a right to 
make the decision on what happens to 
him." 


Allen Andrcscn will be the director 


of the facility, and Mrs. Splcer said 
she also plans to spend most of her 
working time there.

DCS Plnines company from the North 
American Register of Business & In- 
dustry, listed as a division of Global 
Marketing Services, Inc. The Invoice 
falsely listed the company's purchas- 
ing agent as "approving" a quarter- 
page ad for tho "1076 Bicentennial 
Edition," the company's owner said. 


• Another $243 Invoice from Global 


Marketing Services billed Jan. 6 to a 
Wheeling company for a quarter-page 
ad In the "1976 Bicentennial Edition." 
Tho invoice also indicated that a sec- 
retary approved tho purchase, but the 
firm's owner said no purchase was 
approved. 


Federal law prohibits mailing solic- 


itations' In the forms of invoices or bil- 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed Item is a so- 
licitation, "not a bill. Invoice or stater 
mcnt of account due." 


The solicitation also must carry a 


statement that the recipient is under 
no obligation to make any payment if 
the solicitation Is not accepted. 


Thomas DcPlnto, executive vice 


president of the Tool and Dlo In- 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mall laws. In some cases 
the Invoices even Include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or Instructions to "please re- 
mit" (he amount listed, he said. 


"Some of these things are com- 


pounded by the fact that some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the invoice Is 
sent and say that payment Is late," he 
added. 


THE 
CALIFORNIA 
postal In- 


spector's office In September formed 
a special ID-member task force to 
study 
the advertising solicitation 


scheme. 


Wayne Collier, chief postal 
in- 


spector in Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide Investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers Into pur- 
chasing job ads in so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


hnvc closed either as a direct or in- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said. 


"SOME 
OF THEM were dis- 


continued through civil filings," he 
said. "Others cease after just an In- 
terview (by federal authorities) with 
the operator. Several others have 
dropped out and gone off somewhere 
to resume their business under anoth- 
er name." 


The National Business Directory, lo- 


cated in the City of Orange, Calif., 
was the target of a federal Indictment 
In March, Collier said. David Roberta, 
the principal In the company, was 
convicted of mall fraud and is await- • 
ing sentencing. 


Collier and Assistant U.S. Atty. Lcn 


Sharenow in Los Angeles said Roberts 
is expected to testify against another 
ring of deceptive advertising solic- 
itors. Space Advertising, Inc., whose 
president and five top executives were 
indicted April 29. 


The company allegedly grossed $2 


million in four years and operated un- 
der as many as 27 different business

phone rates. 


"When It's 5 a.m. here (In Califor- 


nia) it is 8 a.m. on the East Coast," 
he said. The companies begin tele- 
phone operations at 5 a.m. and contin- 
ue to 8 a.m. to take advantage of the 
60 per cent reduction In long distance 
rates during that time period — the 
lowest rates of the day, he said. 


Among the 16 firms under in- 


vestigation, three that list addresses 
in Philadelphia, Boston, arid Colum- 
bus, Ohio, have been traced to a Cali- 
fornia headquarters. 


Six of the 16 list overseas addresses 


in Hong Kong, Germany and Austra- 
lia. 


ONLY THREE of the 16, Global 


Marketing Services, Inc. of Tarzana, 
Calif., the National Business Associ- 
ates Directory of Boston, and Stan- 
dard Industrial Digest of Columbus, 
Ohio, have addresses and telephone 
numbers. 


Only one of the three, Global, would 


respond to questions. 


Global's president, Burt Roberts, 


who said he is no relation to the Da- 
vid Roberts Indicted and convicted in- 
the National Business Directory pros- 
ecution, denied that his 1 ^-year-old 
company has Improperly billed firms 
for unsolicited ads. 


"Our strictest policy is being ethic- 


al." said Roberts, who with William 
Gordon owns Global. Roberts said the ' 
company solicits ads by telephone be- 
fore sending invoices to confirm pur- 
chases. 


But local companies who have been 


contacted by Global say telephone so- 
licitors do not identify themselves, do 
not say they are selling ads and only 
ask for the names of company offi- 
cers. 


"NATURALLY. THEY (telephone 


solicitors) are on long distance lines 
so they ore trying to get the informa- 
tion they need~as quickly as possible," 
Roberts said. "We don't spend all that 
much time on the phone, naturally. 
We contact an enormous number of 
people because we contact 50 com- 
panies for every one ad we sell." 


He said his firm works "on an as- 


sumption" when calling companies — 
"who 
doesn't work on some kind of 


technique?" — he said. 


He said at one time the selling 


"technique" involved telling com- 
panies "we hove two types of ads, the 
$800 full page or the $245 quarter 
page. Which would you prefer?" 


Roberts said his directory is divided 


in three sections, the first listing the 
top 5,000 industries in the country by 
sales volume, the second listing them 
alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said ads, 
which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, arc published in the last section. 


Roberts said his directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
the 8,000 copies ho said were dis- 
t r 1 b u t e d last year were com-- 
plimcntary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, including one to tha Chi- 
cago Public Library.

"Our companies get so many invoices that they can't always 
check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that hts been approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation.-Ads in direc-

"The small businessman doesn't hove an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation. 


"It's probably a multimilllon dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 


the loss is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been token, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't say anything." 


Solicitation 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones is still 
the company president. He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. ' . 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said.

"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany arc. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies are made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the world to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights

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3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive invoices seeking payment' 


for advertising In apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com- 
panies, Tho Herald has learned. 


The false billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


The directory scheme typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
is followed by a mailed Invoice in- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OP THE local companies 


have paid the invoices, but federal su- 


thorltics say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based in California, are engaging 
jointly or independently in the mail 
solicitation schemes. All are under in- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of 10 states. 


Four other companies also involved 


In the schemes have cither voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through ' 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mail drop" front in Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating its oper-

In some cases 
the invoices even Include statements 
offering "discounts" for prompt pay- 
ment or instructions to "please re- 
mit" the amount listed, he said.

added. 


THE

spector's office in September formed 
a special ID-member task force to

scheme. 


Wayne Collier, chief postal in- 


spector in Los Angeles who is heading 
the nationwide investigation, said the 
task force, now made up of five mem- 
bers, originally focused on operations 
which seek to bilk employers Into pur- 
chasing job ads in so-called "minority 
publications." 


Those schemes have been curtailed 


by federal actions, but Collier said the 
operations now seem to have "flowed 
over" into the business directory so- 
licitation market. 


Some of the suspected firms already 


have closed either as a direct or in- 
direct result of the federal probe, Col- 
lier said.

cated in the City of Orange,' Calif., 
was the target of a federal indictment 
in March, Collier said.

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3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive Invoices seeking payment 


for advertising in apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and dio com* 
panics, The- Herald has learned. 


Tho fatso billings apparently arc 


part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 


Tho directory schema 
typically 


starts with a telephone Inquiry about 
the local company's business. The call 
is followed by a mailed invoice in- 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 


The local companies say they have 


never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 


NONE OF THE local companies 


have paid the invoices, but federal au- 


thorities say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 


At least 16 firms, most of them 


based in California, are engaging 
jointly or Independently In the mail 
solicitation schemes. All arc under In- 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dcpt., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector's Office and 
the justice departments of '0 states. 


Four other companies also involved 


In the schemes have cither voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in- 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 


One such firm, operating from a 


"mall drop" front in Philadelphia, so- 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company In April 
shortly before terminating Its oper- 
ation In the midst of an Investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dept. of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 


Firms in DCS Plaines and Wheeling 


also have received deceptive Invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 


probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish- 
ing directories — some are not, au- 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 


Conviction of mail fraud carries pc- 


noties of up to five years In jail, up to 
$1,000 In fine or both for each offense. 


Deceptive solicitation of business 


advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. 


Those efforts Include the formation

alphabetically and numerically and 
the third listing them geographically 
and alphabetically. He said ads, 
which can be purchased by any busi- 
ness, arc published in the last section. 


Roberts said his directory sells for 


$38.75 but added that about 5,000 of 
the 8,000 copies he said were dis- 
t r i b u t e d last year were com- 
plimentary copies sent to businesses 
and libraries, including one to tha Chi- 
cago Public Library. 


Library officials, however, say they 


have no copy of the directory on file. 


Roberts said his firm has published 


one directory and Is scheduled to is- 
sue a second In mid October. 


HE CONFIRMED that federal post- 


al Inspectors interviewed him nine 
months ago but said ho has not been 
contacted since. 


"I really don't consider us in the 


same bag," he said. "We have had

cose every time they wanted to know 
if we even published a directory," he 
said. 


Postal Inspector Collier said Global 


was among the firms under in- 
vestigation. He declined to comment 
specifically on the case except to say 
his department's probes are in vari- 
ous stages of progress. 


Roberts, a former ad agency owner, 


said his company of nine employes 
was started because he and Gordon 
"saw a need" for their directory. 


"We are the only ones to my knowl- 


edge that publish a list of the top 5,000 
companies in two ways, 
geogra- 


phically and alphabetically," he said. 
"Remember that, that's important. 


"If someone wanted to find out 


which were the largest companies in 
Clifton, New Jersey, they could turn 
to this," he said. "In other words, the 
information is very valuable to people 
who can use it. We're doing a service 
to business." 


Ho said the business's income is de- 


rived primarily from the sale of ads 
and that most of the firm's profits "go 
back into the registry." 


"YOU 
COULD buy a nice home 


with what it costs to put out our 
registry," he said. "We utilize the 
best." He said the registry will cost 
$40,000 to publish this year while last 
year's cost $28,000. 


"We're looking to the future and I 


understand all these other companies 
hurt us because we're thrown into the 
same box," he said. He added he op- 
erates from California "for a very 
simple reason. I'm a Californian. I've 
lived in California all my life." 


The Tool and Die Institute's Do- 


Pinto said evidence his organization 
has seen indicates most of the decep- 
tive solicitations are aimed at small 
companies. "The kind of tool and die 
companies we speak of are small 
companies, with maybe 18 to 25 em- 
ployes," he said. "Usually they have 
a one man, one woman office. 


"They (the fraudulent firms) are 


strictly opportunists that prey on the 
busy businessman, particularly the 
small businessman or the business 
with a busy accounts payable depart- 
ment," DePinto said. 


"I WOULD SAY that most would 


say If they got one out of ten (to pay) 
they're doing well," he added. "When 
we speak of the millions of dollars in- 
volved In fraud in the country each 
year, this is certainly among it." 


DcPinto added the degree of the 


c u r r e n t solicitation has "never 
(reached) the proportion of the last 18 
months, which would portend that 
they're being successful and more are 
going into this." 


Only one local businessman admit- 


ted to having paid the bills, DePinto 
said. He added the solicitors rarely 
pursue attempts to collect payments, 
"which would be a pretty good in- 
dicator that they don't have a leg to 
stand on." 


DePinto said his association as well 


as the National Tool and Die Assn. 
and the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. 
have warned their membership of the 
deceptive solicitations. 


"I think our very society is breed- 


ing tliis," DePinto added. "Tltey get 
slapped on the wrist, they close up 
and go on to someplace else with an- 
other name. They thrive on the pres- 
sure-ridden businessman."

Society calls it "white collar" crime. 
Industry calls it the rip-off of the businessman. 
Fraudulent schemes to dupe businesses into buying nonexistent 


services or commodities abound. And the game comes to some $20 
million annually, California Chief Postal Inspector Wayne Collier 
estimates. 


Federal authorities have attempted to stymie the operations 


through prosecutions for mail fraud. But the fleeting, "suitcase" 
existence of the unscrupulous entrepreneurs often makes it diffi- 
cult to thwart their operations. 


STOP THEM IN one place and more than likely they're in busi- 


ness again shortly in a new location under a new name, as in the 
case of a major prosecution pending in California. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Lcn Sharcnow, who will prosecute the gov- 


ernment's case against the president and five principles of a Los 
Angeles firm charged with mail fraud, said the company president 
already has gone back into business even though he is under in- 
dictment and awaiting trial in October. 


Directory solicitation schemes In which businesses are billed for 


advertising in nonexistent publications are growing, officials say. 
They have become an off-shoot of the minority advertising solic- 
itation shams which blossomed in the wake of federal laws enacted 
to ensure employment opportunities for minorities. 


Those schemes "use the government almost as a silent partner," 


Collier said. The schemes use the guise of federal affirmative 
action and minority hiring requirements to convince companies to 
place employment ads in so-called minority publications, he said. 


"THESE PEOPLE (fraudulent operators) thought it would be 


good to set up a business on that line," Collier said. "They will 
call one day and say they represent a black group. Then they'll 
call the next day and say they are Chicano. 


"These people will say anytliing they can to get business," he 


added. One major oil company paid $8,000 for one such fictitious 
ad, and other companies have been bilked of more than $30,000, he 
said. 


False solicitations arc a regular nemesis for businessmen, offi- 


cials say. "Let's be honest," said E. Stanley Klyber, executive 
vice prcsidcni of the Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Commerce. 
"Our companies get so many invoices that they can't always 
check every one. This type of fraud lives on the mistakes of a 
company that has been approached. 


"We constantly warn of this type of solicitation. Ads in direc- 


tories are probably the most common device these people use. 


"THE SMALL businessman, this is their real prey," he added. 


"The small businessman doesn't have an advertising department 
or an accounts payable department. He's really overloaded. He's 
their target because they know he's basically a one-man oper- 
ation, 


"It's probably a multimilllon dollor fraud," Klyber said. "I guess 


the loss Is really uncounted because a poor guy hates to admit if 
he's been taken, so you really don't know how big the loss is." 


The president of one local company, which has received three 


different fraudulent bills, told The Herald, "it's like going to the 
race track. When you win, you'll tell everybody. When you lose, 
you don't say anything." 


Solicitation 
by phone is 
key to fraud 


The caller asks the secretary of the 


ABC Company if John Jones Is still 
the company president. He is, she re- 
plies. 


She proceeds to answer several 


more questions about the company's 
size, location and employe count. 
Then the caller hangs up. 


A few weeks later the ABC Com- 


pany Is sent an invoice billing it for as 
much as $700 for an ad in a business 
directory. The invoice is marked "ap- 
proved" by the secretary. 


The pattern is typical of the solic- 


itation operations under investigation 
by federal authorities. 


"AT ONE TIME they simply sent 


out bills that looked very much like 
invoices and then as a defense they 
would say it was not an invoice," Cal- 
ifornia Chief Postal Inspector Wayne 
Collier said. 


"Now they simply make a phone 


call to a company and ask if Mr. 
Jones is still the president, how many 
employes arc in the company, things 
like that. Thcv say that was a solic- 
itation," he said. 


"Some do publish. The operations 


arc of all different sizes. Some do it 
with one person who makes just 
enough for himself and leaves. The 
smaller ones, they'll just run (when 
they learn 
they are 
under in- 


vestigation.") 


"These people are very clever," one 


local company president told The Her- 
ald. "They have somebody call and 
establish who the officers of the com- 
pany are. But the minute you start 
asking any questions, they hang up." 


"It's a very, very standard type of 


operation," agent Bob Nicholas of the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Justice said. 
"They depend upon a mass mailing 
for this kind of operation." 


THE OPERATIONS can be set up 


quickly at little expense, authorities 
say. Telephone calls to unsuspecting 
companies are made when long dis- 
tance rates are the lowest. Printing 
costs for as many as 10,000 to 20,000 
business invoices are as little as $100. 


"These people use every gimmick 


in the norld to make these invoices 
look like an authorized document," 
one official said. 


Paul Heinze, an Arlington Heights 


resident who owns M. P. Heinze Ma- 
chine Co., Chicago, said the problem 
of fraudulent solicitation is increas- 
ing. 


"In my recollection, and I've been 


in business more than 15 years, nc 
have had throughout that time one or 
two (fraudulent invoices) a year, but 
frankly never to the degree it has 
reached now."
